Benford, of Tampa, who assisted in 
Swearing out the warrant, said that 
he was sending the warrant to the 
Atlanta chief of police and a letter 
of inquiry, dated December 14, 1918, 
asked, ‘What are you and the chief 
of police doing about the arrest of 
our wire-taping friends”” These 
letters indicate. that Chief Beavers 
wrote for the warrant, as Chief 
Bullard had asked him to do, and 
that he received it. He either turned 
it over to Chief Poole to be executed, 
or kept it himself. 

“©. C. Dukes, a banker, of Milan, 
Ga., vanished about the time when 
the warrant from Florida came to 
this city.

“Dorsey. told Mr. Skipper and me 
that he had been in the room where 
Mills was killed ten minutes be- 
fore the murder. Woodward told 
him to stay near the hotel, as he 
would be needed later on that night. 
He told a young woman friend, a 
cashier in a theatre, that he didn't 
like the looks of things, that he 
feared there was going to be some 
dirty work. : 

Why Mills Was Slain. 

“Mills had been in conference with 
Chief Bullard, Mr. Skipper and my- 
self several times, and Chief Bul- 
lard had persuaded him to show 
where all the stores and other fix- 
ings of the btinco ring were located, 
in preparation for the clean-up 
which the chief so much desired. 
Mills was giving all assistance pos- 
sible. and that was why he was 
killed. 

“After Mills -was shot to death, 
Woodward and “Black Mike” rush- 
ed down the stairs and left the 
hotel in a car owned by Detective 
Allen, and the police department 
began an investigation. 

“Dorsey picked them up in his 
taxi cab at Woodward's home, and 
drove them to a conference. W here 
it was and who was there [I am not 
yet ready to say. The information 
which Doresy gathered at that time 
he had to pay for with his ilfe a 
few months ago, when the increased 
interest being taken in the bunco 

robe by Solicitor Boykin made 
Bareey’s knowledge dangerous fo 
the bunco men. 

“Immediately after the shooting 
the police accepted the statement 
of the Ansley house detective that 
he was the first -man in the room, 
and found the woman who is_ now 
wirs. Floyd Woodward,holding Mills. 
He told the detectives. that Mills 
whispered to im *-that he had 
brought the shooting on himself. 
As a matter of fact, I myself was 
the fourth man in the room, and 
the Ansley house detective was the 
fifth person to enter it, Mills being 
unconscious and therefore unable 
to whisper anything when the man 
got there. “Black Mike’ and Wood- 
wart rushed downstairs. 

Had Bowled Man Over. 

“At the bunco probe a few days 
ago, I ‘saw. a man whom ‘Black 
and Woodward had nearly 
bowled over on their flight down 
the stairs.

Threatening Letters. 

Another unexpected development 
of the statement by Mr. Skipper and 
the detective employed .by him indi- 
cated that Andrew Mcmirey. th ‘lar 
bor leader whose de ety a :

town hotel, had received a threaten- 
ing letter. He had taken an active 
part with Mr. Skipper-in the work 
of running’down he bunco men who 
had fleeced workingmen.

Mr. Skipper said he had received 
two threatening letters, unsigned 
and unmailed, which were pushed 
under the door of ‘his office. One 
such letter, dated March 30, 1921, 
read as follows: 

“Your name is drawn and your 
days are few and full of trouble, 
and the hand of fate will perform 
its function unless silence is Tre- 
sumed.” The letter was signed with 
the initials T. H. of F. The note 
was written on a typewriter.

Reorganization of the police and

phries in the criminal division of 
the superior court.

At the same time, the jury praised 
the work of Solicitor-General Boy- 
kin in his efforts to remedy the dis- 
graceful conditions which have ex- 
isted for too long in Fulton county. 
“With very limited assistance,” the 
presentments state, “he has accom- 
plished much that will Be of bene- 
ot.”

Remarkable for Its Inefficiency. 

“Much testimony has been 
hrought before this grand jury dur- 
ing ,its investigation covering two 
months, touching the operation of 
the” police and detéctive. depart- 
ments of the city of Atlanta. 

“Our investigation has. disclosed 
an administration remarkable for 
its inefgiciency. There has -been 
evidence of incompetency and cor- 
ruption in both departments and 
the fact is clear that either condi- 
tion demoralizes and renders in- 
efficient thé police and~ detective 
system and demands a reorganiza- 
tion, suggesting that the follow- 
ing changes might. nrove benefi- 
cial!

This recommends that the 
county authorities raise by increase 
of tax rate or sale of bonds suffi- 
cient funds to erect a new ‘and.sub-e 
stantial building ‘for the Fulton 
county high school.

In reference to roads and bridges,

The sleeping quarters are clean, 
prisoners well-fed and well clothed 
and treated well in every way. 
From the ‘¢nvestigation, they state 
that it reowuires verv litle punish- 


ment to maintain discipline in the 
camps. They declare that Charlie 
Collier, deputy warden in charge, of 
the camp, is efficient and is hagd- 
lin: the convicts nm a very satis< 
factory manner. ' 

The Almshouse and county farm 
were found in good condition, as 
wis the voys’ industrial -farm 
(white), the negro industrial] farm 
and the Georgia Training school 
for girls. The committee m- 
mended that white farm at Hape- 
ville’ be sold and the money re- 
invested in another location with a 
more modern building. They recom- 
mend that the training school have 
a resident physician so that it will 


not be necessary to send -the girls 


to the clinic at the Grady hospital. 
They acknowledge that this is a 
state Institution, but ask that the 
county arrange to furnish a doctor. 

Under an act recently passed by 
the legislature, when two grand 
juries recommend that it be unlaw- 
ful to float saw dust on streams in 
a county, the recommendation be- 
comes a law. The March term 
grand jury made such a recommen- 
dation for the first time.

NAVY WOULD KEEP 


Plans Drive on Congress 
to Combat United Ad- 


to Explain Late Develop- 
ments. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washingtoh, April 30.—The Amer- 
ican navy, aroused by what, it terms| 
“army propaganda” to create a 
united air service, is preparing a 
drive upon congress to thwart the 

idea of a separate air branch. 
This movement will aim to “sell” 


the achievements of naval aviation 
to both houses of congress and leave 
the impression that the full develop- 
ment of America’s naval air force 
is possible only with the air serv- 
ice as an arm of the navy depart- 
ment. 

The navy’s broadside will be fired 
next Wednesday night when mem- 
bers of the senate and house*nava! 
affairs committees will be enter- 
tained by an illustrated talk show- 
ing what navy aviation has done. 
Commander Kenneth Whiting, who 
headed the first American naval 
aViation units to go overseas when 
the United States entered the war, 
will demonstrate to the congress- 
men the great advance which the 
American navy has made in the air, 
using lantern slides and motion pic- 


tures to drive home his arguments. 
; At this meeting, which both con- 
gressmen and navy air officers be- 
lieve will have a decided influence 
on the future status of the navy’s 
air force, a number of new develop- 
ments in aerial sea warfare will be 
revealed, 


Urge Aerial Torpedo. 


In navy air circles emphasis laid 
upOn America’s. perfection of the 


aerial torpedo, an offensive weapon 


for attack on battleships which has |! 
received little publicity because of | 


the quiet efforts to promote its ef- 
fectiveness, 

In launching an attack upon an 
enemy warship, a smoke screen is 
formed about the objective by the 
dropping of smoke. bombs. With 


| the. enemy craft in a haze. the tor- 


pero-plane descends to within twen- 


ity feet of the water, dropping the 
' torpedo in horizontal position, with

its nose pointed at the ship. The 
torpedo, plowing through the water 
toward its victim, may have a ear- 
rying power of 10,000 feet, but navy 
experts paint out that the torpedo- 
plant, traveling at such a rate of 
speed that enemy guns cannot be 
trained upon it, may approach with- 
in a@ much closer distance of the 
target. In this respect the torpedo- 
Plane is held to possess an advan- 
tage over surface craft that dis- 
charge torpedoes. 

The new torpedo-plane ‘is known 
as the R-6-L. Another advantage 
which it possesses over destroyers, 
according to navy: airmen, is its 
ability to attack a far-distant ene- 
my. 
With the torpedo-plane attaining 
a speed of 100 miles an hour. in 
comparison with the 42-mile speed 
of the destroyer, the plane can move 
farther fPom its base and réturn in 
less time with smaller. danger of 
attack. The torpedo-plane could op- 
erate either from a land base, or 


'an alreraft carrier. 


Tests To Bolster Plea, 


Navy airmen declare that the com- 
ing bombing tests, to be held off 
the Virginia coast in June, repre- 
sent an effort on the part of army 
aviators to bolster up their plea for 


-& consolidation of America’s air 


forces. 

Brigadier General William 
Mitchell. assistant director of army 
aviation declares he will demof- 
strate that an airplane can bomb a 
battleship out of existence. Cap- 
tain Moffat, director of naval avia- 
tion, replies that the tests wil! in 
no wise simulate actual battle con- 
ditions that the army planes will 
meet no opposition in the air. as 
would be the case in the event of 
war, and that Mitchell is proceeding 
on the theory that an enemy battle- 
ship fleet would approach within 
50 or 100 miles of our coast. Army 
land planes, Moffatt declares, could 
not cruige far enough to sea to be 
effective against enemy °* battle- 
ships in time of war. 

In the meantime, the contending 
forces‘are mobilizing for an. advance 
upon congress.

League Features Debate, 

In the fina! clashes today, the 
third day of debate on the resolu- 
tion, the league of nations battle 
was fought anew. Senator Borah 
declared that President Harding had 
“scrapped” the league with the ap- 
proval of the American voters. Dem- 
ocratic senators denied that the last 
election was a decision against the 
league, declaring that many sup- 
porters of the republican ticket fa- 
yored the league and believed that 
President Harding would endeavor 
to secure ratification of the treaty 

Versailles. 

T ecanter Borah charged that the 
treaty was not being executed and 
that the allies in fixing German 
reparation were acting without au- 
thority from the treaty. Senator 
Borah’s statement brought sharp re- 
ply from ‘Senator Hitchcock, the 
democratic leader in the treaty 
fight, who declared Senator Borah 
primarily responsible for America’s 
lack of a voice in the peace settle- 
ments. 

Republican leadership today came 
strongly to the support of the reso- 
lution, although its author was ab- 
gent. Besides Senators Lodge and 
Borah. Senators McCormick, of Illi- 
nois: La Follette, of Wisconsin, and 
other republicans spoke for the 
measure. Speeches against the reso- 
lution, which was denounced in all 
its aspects, were made by many 
democrats, including Senators Walsh, 
Montana: King, Utah; Robinson, Ar- | 
lansas; Harrison, Mississippi; Hef- | 
lin, Alabama; Stanley. Kentucky; 
Jones, New Mexico; Williams, Mis- | 
sissippi, and Wolcott, Delaware. 

“Styled “Apology.” | 

Senator Jones, of New Mexico, de- 
scribed the resolution as “an ab- 
ject apology for having entered the 
war.” The same contention was 
made by Senator Williams, W ile 
Senator King declared that beh nd 
the resolution’ was some “subtle 
senator's designs.” 

Senator La Follette said he sup- 
ported the - resolution. because it 
would end the war status. He said 
it was not a treaty and gave no- 
tice of full freedom of action in 
the settlement to be made with Ger- 
many.

If they paid oniy 
three-fourths of their proportionate 
part of the total luxury bill for 
the year 1920, as estftmated by the 
secretary of the treasury, stil] they 
paid for*luxuries in a single year

the total amount paid for public

COMPARATIVE FIGURES 
GIVEN OUT BY CLAXTON 


Tobacco for One Year 
Cost More Than Pub- 
lic Schools Got in Half- 
Century. 


BY P. P. CLAXTON, 
United States Commissioner of 
Education. 

The people of the state of Geor- 
gia have ever been mindful of the 
value of education and of its im- 
portance to the public welfare and 
the prosperity of state and nation. 
The charter of the University of 
Georgia, granted in 1785, antedates 
all other similar charters in the 
United States. The increases in 
expenditures for public education— 
elementary, secondary and higher— 
in recent years indicate that the 
interest in education continues and 
grows stronger from year to 

year. 

The per capita expenditure for 
public education increased from 
87 1-2 cents to $3.07, or 240 per 
cent,-in the-20 years from 1899 to 
1919, which is a real increase even 
when the cost of living and the 
purchasing power of the dollar are 
considered. The rate of increase in 
expenditures for higher education, 
including the preparation of teach- ' 
ers in normal schools, was =e still 
greater. 

These increases are encouraging, 
but the total amount expended is 
still low,: and, as all well-informed 
people In the state know, is much 
below the average for the United 
States and is totally inadequate. 
The per capita expenditure of $3.07 
for the support of elementary and 
secondary schools is only about 40 
per cent of the average for the 
country at large. The inadequacy 
of this expenditure will be better 
understood when it is remembered 
that at. the rate the people of 
Georgia were paying for public 
education in 1918, the amount ex- 
pended for the education of each 
child in the state through its en- 
tire public school life would be 
only $106. If the amount expended 
for higher education in normal 
schools, colleges and universities 
of all kinds whether supported by 
public taxation or private endow- 
ment and student fees be included, 
the average expenditure for the 
education of each child would be 
only $151. In other words, at the

The grand total @&r the fifty | 
years was $146,128,907. Allowing 
four millions of dollars for defec- 
tive reports, the total would be 
$150,000,000. Another $10,000,000 
would be amply sufficient to cover 
all expenditures for puDlic educa- 
tion and for higher education be- 
fore 1870, and possibly $15,000,000 
would cover all expenditures for 
education in private schools. This 
makes a total of $160,000,000 for 
public education and higher educa- 
tion in colleges and universities of 
all kinds, and a total of $175,000,- 
000 for all schools, public and pri- 
vate. , 

Can Georgia afford to pay more 
for education? No doubt, there are 
many people in Georgia who believe 
that expenditures for education are 
already very burdensome, and that 
larger expenditures should be avoid- 
ed. Some comparisons of the ex- 
penditures for education with ex- 
penditures for other purposes, pub- 
lic and private, no more necessary 
nor more Important. to individual 
happiness and the public welfare 
than is education, may help to an- 
swer this question. | 


In 1920, but for the year of 1919, 
the people of Georgia paid into the 
treasury of the United States in di- 
rect taxes, that is, in income and 
profits taxes and in miscellaneous 
taxes, $43,364,553.15. Their propor- 
tionate part of the customs’ reve- 
nues Was approximately $7,900,000, 
making a total of more than $51,- 
000,000 paid in federal taxes. In a 
single year the people of Georgia 
paid into the treasurygof the United 
States in taxes nearly six times as 
much as they paid the same year for 
public schools and more than 45 per 
—cent of the amount which they 
paid for public schools in the fifty 
years from 1870 to 1919, inclusive. 
The state’s revenues in 1919 for oth- 
er purposes than education amount- 
ed to $4,017,560. County and city 
taxes for other purposes than educa- 
tion were approximately $21,000,000. 
The total amount of taxes, there- 
} fore, federal, state, county and city, 
for gther purposes than education, 
was approximately $76,000,000, or 
eight and one-half times as much 
as the expenditures for public edu- 
cation. in 1919,.and nearly eleven 
times as much as the total of all 
teachers’ salaries. In Georgia, 78.3 
per cent of the expenditures for

_ The requisition was issued on re- 
‘guest of Solicitor-General Charles 
. H. Garrett, of the Macon circuit, 
“and: has been kept confidential in 
‘the executive department until the 
“information leaked out from other 
“sources, Deputy Sheriff Charles H. 

Roberts was named as special agent 
for the staf® to proceed to Penn- 
Sylvania, where it is understood 
‘Willingham was located, and bring 
him back to Georgia. Rob- 

@rts left Atlanta some days ago 
“with the requisition papers and the 
necessary warrant for the arrest of 

Willingham, but it has not been 

learned whether or not he has suc- 

ceeded in effecting the arrest, or 
whether Willingham, if § arrested, 
has sought to resist extradition 
from Pennsylvania. 

Bench Warrant Issued. 

The application for the req#isi- 
tion asserts that Willingham is 
charged in true bills returned 
‘by the Bibb grand jury with the 
offense of “larceny after trust” 
and that a bench warrant was is- 
sued some time ago for his arrest, 
in each of these cases. Willingham, 
the application says, was in Macon 
at the time of the alleged com- 
mission of the crime, but is “now 
a fugitive from justice, having fled 
after the commission of the said 
alleged crimes, and he is now in 
the state of Pennsylvania.", The 
soOlicitor-general asserts he has evi- 
dence sufficient to lead him to be- 
lieve conviction will result 
trial of the cases. 

One case charges that the Ship- 
pers’ Compress company entrusted 
Willingham with a fund of $163,475 
to be used in transaction of busi- 
ness of that company and Wiliing- 
ham appropriated the money to his 
Own uses. The other case charges 
that he has a fund of $60,000 be- 
longing to J. J. Williamson 
Co., which he appropriated 
his own uses. 

Willingham was head of the large 
cotton and canning plant inter- 
ests in Macon which a short time 
ago became embarrassed and were 
jater largely reorganized. 

Willing to MnKké Bond. 

Upon learning to date that the in- 
dictments had been returned, rela- 
tives of R. F. Willingham announc- 
ed their willingness to give bond in 
any sum that might be required by 
the sheriff. It is stated that bond 
of $10,000 will be required in each 
of the fourteen indictments. The 
Sums named in the indictments ag- 
erewate $371,475. 

General Waiter A. Harris, coun- 
sel for the Willinghams, and A. R. 
and ¢. B. Willingham, brothers of 
the accuse@ man, expressed regret 
today that secrecy had not been 
‘maintained. They declared that R. 
F. Willingham is not trying to run 
away from prosecution and that he 
,i8 coming back voluntarily as soon 
ms he is discharged from the_sani- 
farium. He suffered a nervous col- 
lapse at the time of his financial 
failure, it was stated, and has been 
under thé treatment of a famous 
neurologist, the same who treated 
tormer President Wilson. 

There are three series of indict- 
ments and all grew out of the af- 
fairs of the Shippers’ Compress 
tompany. In ‘the first series 
there are eight indictments based 
on the conduct of R. Wil- 
lingham prior to the completion of 
the corporate organization of the 
Shippers’ Compress company.

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RAILROADS MAY ADOPT 
PREFERENTIAL RATES 


courage Stagnant Com- 
modities.

Washington, April 30. (By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Talk of the 
adoption by some railroads of pre- 
ferential freight rates for the trans- 
portation of many commodities 
which are not moving now because 
of the high rates in effect, were 
heard here, following the meeting 
of the cabinet today. 

Such rate changes must have the 
assent of the interstate commerce 
commission, but it is generally ac- 
cepted here that no objection would 
be raised by the commission if the 
preferential rates represented a de- 
crease from the present rates. 

It is understood that the admin- 
istration would look with favor on 
such rate revisions if brought about 
by private agreements between the 
railroads, agriculture and industry, 
with the consent of the interstate 
commerce commission. Such revi- 
sions which some industries assert 
are vital, could be brought about 
much more rapidly than if the in- 
terstate commerce commission were 
to undertake a general review of 
the question. 

While no action has beé@n taken 
by the labor board at Chicago in 


ecutives for wage decreases, all 
signs have pointed to the possibility 
that reasonable wage cuts will be 
al'owed. 

The situation has been discussed 
by government officials with repre- 
sentatives of the unions and the ex- 
ecutives and it Is generally under- 
st that both wage and rate re- 
ductions must be obtained. 

The great problem has been how 
to put rate decreases into force 
without the long delay Involved in 
laying the question of preferential 
rates and other reductions before 
the interstate commerce commission. 

Some observers here believe that 
such rate readjustments will be 
made by many railroads before long 
and that these will force a great 
stimulant for industry.

April 30.—Althoyugh 
cotton men and bankers throughdut 
the south were convinced that at 
least 60 per cent of the cotton crop 
was being held as collateral for 
loans, answers to qvestionnalres 
sent out by the Feseral Intérnational 
Banking company indicate that Ht- 
tie more than one-third of the crop

A total of 1,230 questionnaires 
were sent out by the banking com- 
pany. Of these 381 answered all the 
questions asked and 203 answered 
only in part. From the answers obe 
tained the following data was com- 
piled by the banking officials and 
made public here today: 

Approximately 582,368 bales of cot- 
ton are especifically pledged for 
money advanced. Owners of 61,700

ent prices. Owners of 127,538 bales 
declared their willingness to bor- 
row up to 80 per cent of the mar- 
ket value, while about two-thirds 
of those replying to the auction:

‘may not have the ultimate finish 
that has been heard from other 
great voices in Atlanta, but there 
are none more pleasing, and his ex- 
treme operatic youth joins in -the 
general augury for a greatly suc- 
cessful future for the ex-soldier.

WASHINGTON | 
WAITS OUTCOME. 


Washington, April 30.—The next 
move in the reparations controversy 
so far as the American goyernment 
is concerned will awalt the, out- 
come‘ of the session of the supreme 
council which began today at 
London. 

The allied governments have been 
acquainted with the American point 
of view with regard to the general 
subject as a result of the confer- 
ences which Secretray Hughes has 
had with the diplomatic representa- 
tives of those governments. Briefly 
stated this view is that Germany 
must pay to the limit of her ability 
but that the impdsition of such 
terms as would prevent her econo- 
mic recuperation should be guarded 
against. 

This ie In entire accord with the 
views of the allies, officials said 
today, pointing out that Premier 
Lloyd-George had repeatedly stated 
that Great Britain had no desire to 
crush Germany economically and 
that the future of British trade de- 
pended upon the recovery of Ger- 
many) industrially. 

Officials Reticent. 


Events may so shape themselves, 
it was said today, that a further 
move on the part of the United 
States will be unnecessary. Should 
the supreme council decide that the 
German proposals are of such a 
character as to form the basis for 
renewed discussions, it was explafn- 
ed that it would not be necessary 
for the United States to transmit 
the German offer to the allied gov- 
ernments, as they already have re- 
ceived copies of it direct from Bere 
lin. 
If the supreme counc!] decides, 
however, that the offer is unaccep- 
table even as a basis for négotiation, 
it Is understood that some further 
move by the American gove nment 
might be expected. What cials 
have in view in this event Is care- 
fully withheld. It is suggested, 
however, that since Germany already 
has indicated semi-officially a will- 
‘ingness ‘to put forward modified 
proposals it may be that the United 
States will suggest such a course, 

Net to Close Door. 

It had been thought that a reply 
to Germany. would go forward by 
tonight by reason of the expected 
move of French troops into addi- 
tional. German terrstory tomorrow. 
It is stated, however, that the adop- 
tion of these further measures to 
enforce the payment of the indem- 
nity assessed against Germany 
would not close the door to further 
negotiations. . 

Both President Harding and Sec- 
retary Hughes are giving close at- 
tention to the whole situation, but 
it was indicated today that they 
did not look for further develop- 
ment before Monday at the earliest.

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Fundamentals of Business 
Showing SlowImprovement, 
Says Reserve Bank Review 


That fundamentals of business are 
undoubtedly improving, but that the 
improvement is slow, is the state- 
ment of the monthly report of busi- 
ness and agriculture in the sixth 
federal reserve district i ed Sat- 
urday by the Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, Joseph A. McCord, chair- 
man of the board and federal] re- 
serve agent, and Ward Akbertson, 
assistant federal “reserve agent. 

The review in part follows: 

“General ‘business conditions in 
the sixth federal reserve district 
have undergone no material change 
within the past month. There are 
evidences of improvement in some 
lines which experience seasonal 
fluctuations, while progress is not 
appreciably noticeable in other lines. 
Fundamental conditions are, with- 
out doubt, slowly improving. It 
cannot be expected that statistics 
shown in dollar volume will exhibit 
increases in trade compared with 
the early months of 1920. The gen- 
eral level of prices rose steadily 
through most of 1919 and up to May, 
1920, when the level of wholesale 
prices in the United States was rep- 
resented by the figure 264 in the 
federal reserve board’s wholesale 


‘price index, taking the year 1913 as 


a base 100. Phe index number has 
declined since May. 1920, as steadi- 
ly as it had risen, and the table 
printed as a part of this review 
—we the February figure to be 
J. 


“Notwithstanding the declines in 
prices, it must be remembered that 
the buying power of the farmer and 
especially the cotton grower, has 
been very \$reatly reduced by the 
lack of market and the very low 
price offered for his products; 
Wage earners in the mining districts 
and manufacturing sections have 
likewise received less money, both 
as a result of curtailment of opera- 
tions and through actual reduction 
in the rate of pay in a large num- 
ber of lines. 

“Eleven reports received from 
representative department stores in 
the district show a net decrease of 
0.6 per cent in March, 1921, sales 
compared with those for March, 
1920, and a decrease of 4.7 per cent 
in sales for the first three months 
of 1921 compared with sales by 
these same stores during the same 
period in 1920., With the declines 
which have taken place in the prices 
of goods handled by these stores 
these figures indicate a much 
larger actual volume of goods being 
sold, both for March and for the 
first three months, than at the 
same time last year when prices on 
all articles were at the peak. Ex- 
cept in one instance, sales for 
March are appreciably higher than 
during January or February. 

Wholesale Trade. 

“Increasing activity in the four 
principal lines of wholesale trade 
during March is indicated by in- 
creases in sales over February sales 
in each line. Taking into conbid- 
eration the declines in prices, the 
decreases in the dollar volume of 
sales during March, 1921, as com- 
pared with March of last year show 
no great lack of business being 
transacted. ' 

“The cotton acreage in the sixth 
federal reserve district for the 1yz3 
season is stWl a subject upon which 
speculative estimates are daily be- 
ing made. Conservative estimates 
place the reduction in acreage com- 
pared with last year to be from 10 
to 2U per cent. However, there has 
been no subsidence qn the campaign 
for a reduction of 25 to 40 and a0 per 
cent in the acreage, based upon the 
fact that a very large proportion of 
the crop of last year has not yet 
been marketed, and the large 
amount brought over from the pre- 
ceding year. Statisticians have 
timated the carry over in August, 
1921, will be at least 8,000,000 bales. 

“Cotton has been planted and is 
up to good stand in the southern 
counties of Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi. . Information from all

ley district, however, say that adult 
curculios are appearing in consid- 
erable numbers there. 

“On April 1, according to the es 
timates by the department of agri- 
culture, there were 274,000 brood 
sows on Georgia farms, compared 
with 295,000 one year ago. The 
shortage of corn and the drop in 
the price of pork are given as some 
of the causes of this decrease. In 
production of hogs, Georgia ranks 
as the sixth state in the country, 
and has more hogs on her farms 
than any other southern state. 

Farm Labor. 


“Farm labor is reported plentiful 
throughout the district. The supply 
is better than for several years 
past. The demand for farm labor 
has been above normal for the past 
few years, tracting of laborers 
away fromthe farms by high wages 
Paid at munitions and other manue 
facturing centers. The need for 
farm labor is estimated by: statisti- 
clans of the department of agricul- 
ture, as 81 per cent of normal in 
Alabama, while the available sup- 
Ply is stated to be 95 per cent of 
normal. This places the ratio of 
supply to demand at 118, compared 
with 64 for last year; 81 in 1919, 
and 68 in 1918. The‘ agricultural 
statistician in Alabama has. made 
an investigation to determine the 
relative proportion of the different 
Classes. of farm labor measured by 
tenure, to be engaged this year. The 
results of this inquiry show that 
the plows to be operated this year 
will be manned by the following 
bercentages of the various Classes:

The need for farm labdr in 
Georgia is reported at only about 70 
per cent of what it was a. vear ago, 
and about 80 per cent of a norinal 
need, Some farmers have no 
money with which to hire labor. 
Many, farmers and their families are 
doing their own field work, culti- 
vating only as much land as they 
are physically able to manage them- 
selves. As a result of this inability 
to employ labor, several thousand 
of Georgia’s best acres will not be 
brogight under the plow this year. 


z Financial. 

The demand for money through- 
out the district has experienced no 
appreciable fluctuations during 
March. Preparation for the season’s 
crops has Caused increase’ in 
strictly agricultural sections. Of 
replies received from _ thirty-two 
member banks in various parts of 
the district, three report the de- 
mand for funds as having decreased 
in March nine report increases, and 
twenty banks report the demand 
Steady. f ‘ 

“The amount of loans carried by 
Alabama reporting banks during 


March was approximately 5 per cent | 


larger than in February, but about 
15 per cent smaller 
March, 1920. In Florida two banks 
report the volume of loans approxi- 
mately the same as for the preced- 
ing month, while one report shows 
a decrease of 20 per cent, and four 
others show increases which average 
20 per cent. 
creases of 9 per cent, and 
cent, respectively, over loans for 
March, 1920, while. three 
show decreases averaging 
cent. 

“The volume of loans by Georgia 
banks Varies a few instances showin 
increases over February, 1921, an 
March, 1920, but a majority of re- 
ports indicating decreases of ap- 
proximately 8 per cent, compared 
with loans in February; 1921, and 11 
per cent, compared with March, 
1920.

ginning of fhe year. The statement 
shows production to be 29.52 per 
cent below normal, but shipments 
were 5.29 per cent above production. 
Orders were 2.59 above shipments, 
and 8.04 per cent above production 
for the week. Orders on hand in- 
creased .383 per cent during the week. 
Prices of pine have continued to sag 
Slightly, and while some few items 
have shuwn an increase, a large 
number have registered sinali ae- 
clines. 

“The optimism displayed by re- 
ports from the larger mills it not 
universal, as many of the smaller 
mills are still shut down or operat- 
ing on a hand-to-mouth basis, only 
cutting lumber when they have or- 
ders. Some of the mills report or- 
ders for March at 25 per cent less 
than for the two preceding months, 
and as much as 80 per cent less than 
for the same time last year. 

“The production of mills report- 
ing to the Georgia-Florida Saw Mill 
association, for the first three 
months of 1921, was approximately 
40 per cent less than in the same 
period of 1920, and slightly under 
that of 1919. Production in March 
exceeded orders by approximately 
30 per cent, while in February pro- 
duction exceeded orders by about 40 
per cent. Prices during March were 
about 10 per cent lower than during 
February, and about 50 per cent low- 
er than at the same time last year. 

“Building permits for March in- 
creased in value over ee per- 
mits at a number of points in the 
district. Figures for Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Birmingham, Knoxville, Mo- 
bile, Savannah and 
increased activity in building ¢com- 
pared with the preceding months, 
although at Anniston, «augusta, 
Brunswick, Macon and Savannah; the 
value of permits issued does not 
come up to the figfure for March, 
1920. 

Labor. 

‘All industries report the supply 
of labor as plentiful in aM parts of 
the district. 
are operating on full time, but opera- 
tions are still curtailed at many. 
Large numbers of laborers normally 
engaged in work in saw mi?is, in 
naval stores production and !n min- 
ing, are still idle, and very few 
manufacturing industries ure oper- 
ating on basis of 1v0 per cent of ca- 
pacity. 

‘While some of the cotton mills of 
this districtare operating at full 
capacity during the day, hesitation 
still prevails in other lines of manu- 
facturing. In the cotton seed oil 
business only one company reports 
operation at full capacity. This re- 
port shows amout of product manu- 
factured during March, 10 per cent 
more than in February, and 30 per 
cent more than March, 1920, and an 
increase of 19 per cent in the num- 
ber of employes, although wages are 
33 per cent less than a year ago. 
Prices have decreased 80 per cent, 
compared with those prevailing 
March, 1920. , 

“Continued quiet prevailed in the 
naval stores industry. While the 
demand for both rosin and turpen- 
tine from domestic consumers has 
shown some improvement, there is 
very little demand for export.”

Rail Probe May Disturb 
’s Peace of Mind 


Be BY R. L. BARNUM 


New York, April 30.—Wall street 
railroad officials and railway bank- 
‘ers are not, at all easy in mind 
over- the investigation of the il- 
roads by the senate, wich is to ‘be- 
gin- next week. The shipping and 
traveling public, holders of railway 
securities -and railroad ,employees 
are allloud-inmtheir protests that the 
new transportation act of February 
28, 1920, of which se much was ex- 
pected, has broken down. As’ a re- 
sult -of these growing protests, the 
call for the forthcoming investig2 
tion,:- which is to go into freight and 
passenger rates, operating costs, 
efficiency on the part of managers, 
was started by* Senator Cummins, 
who, with ‘ongressman' Esch, 
framed the new transportation act. 
A great deal of hard, intelligent, 
sincere work was devoted to fram- 
ing the law. Naturally Cummins, 
who will have charge of the in- 
vestigation, is ahxious*’ to know 
why the law failed. There may be 
some disclosures not at all to Wall 


street's liking.. 

Everybody 
country’s financial and industrial 
affairs, realizes that our most 
pressing domestic problem is to get 
the ratiroads back to a self-sup- 
porting paying basis and get 
freight ratés back to something like 
a pre-war basis. For years and 
years the railroads spent millions of 
dollars educating the public up to 
the belief that an increase in 
freight rates would add only a very 
small fraction of a cent to the sell- 
ing price of a cooking stove or a 
pair of shoes or a pound of meat. 
Today the public knows better. 

In the very first freight rate case 
that came up after the law of June, 
1910, was passed, E. P. Ripley, presi- 
dent of the Atchison, was asked 
while in the witness chair to define 
what to his mind was a reasonable 
freight rate. His reply was: “What 
the traffic will bear and still move 
most freely the products and the 
manufacturers of one part of the 
country to be used to the utmost 
possible extent in other parts.’ In 
the autumn of 1914 all of the east- 
ern railroads were allowed an in- 
crease of 5 per cent in freight rates; 
similar increases were shortly after- 
ward allowed to carriers in other 
parts of the country; in January of 
1918 an increase of 15 per cent in- 
crease was granted in trans-conti- 
nenta] rates; in March of the same 
year a 15 per cent increase was al- 
lowed eastern lines; in June of 1913 
a 25 per cent increase was granted; 
last year increases were allowed 
ranging from 20 in the far west to 
40 per cent in the east where,.most 
of the coutry’s traffic originates. 
Every business man knows today 
that the sum total of these increase 
is more than the traffic will bear; 
that traffic is no longer moving 
freely; that because of prohjbitive 
transportation charges the products 
and the manufacturers of one pa 
of the country are no longer being 
moved to be used in other parts. 
Even the most reactionary railroad 
officials are now admitting that 
freight rates are too high and 
should be reduced. 

How did this condition come 
about? How can it be corrected? 
To answer the first question it is 
necessary to go back to the condi- 
tions existing in 19190. For ten 
years prior to that time one com- 
modity after another was repeated- 
ly taken out of one class by fail- 
road officialy and put in another 
bearing a higher freight rate. This 
Was on top of horizontal increases 
in rates and shippers had reached 
a point where they were loudly pro- 
testing. In June of 1910, just be- 
fore another proposed horizontal im- 
crease in freigth rates was stopped 
by an injunction obtained by the at- 
torney-general, in response to the 
country-wide protests of shippers 
against the constantly increasing 


familiar with the 


freight rates, a new ladw_was pass- 


ed. The néw law declared that 
public hearings should be held be- 
fore the interstate commerce 
mission on all proposed increases 
at which shippers were to be given 
the right to be heard, and that “the 
burden of proof to show that the 
proposed increased rate is just and 
reasonable shaH be upon the oom- 
mon carrier.” The railroads up to 
that time had increased rates at 
their own free will. 

After this objectionable law from 
the raitroads’ viewpoint was pass- 
ed, the carriers went before the 
commissiot™with an application for 
higher rates: The application was 
refused on the ground that the car- 
riers had no right to ask shippers 
for higher rates until they had first 
put their housé in order. The com- 
mission recommended that instead 
of following the easiest way the 
railrads obtain the desired addi- 
tional funds by instituting econom- 
ics. A long list of savings that 
could be made by the railroads were 
then given in detail, including a 
revision of sleeping car contracts; 
rate increase on favored classes of 
traffic; curtailment of term and 
trip passes; increase in average car 
load: mechanical devices for reduc- 
ing the coal bill; sale of all prpop- 
erty not held for transportation 
purposes; investigation to determine 
to what extent cost of construction 
raising of new capital, purchase of 
coal equipment, and supplies was 
being increased through holdings 
of directors and officials of interests 
in other concerns. 

In the same decision the commis- 
sion called attention to the coun- 
try-wide campaign of

carried on by the railroads to se- 
«ure through propaganda an early 
approval of the proposed increases 
in freight rates.. ; 

This attitude of demanding that 
the railroads clean house before 
raising rates was maintained by the 
commission until the outbreak of 
the war in 1914. And the railroads 
continued their propaganda to show 
that the public was of one mind in 
consenting the proposed rate in- 
creases. ith the new conditions 
created' by the war and the pres- 
sure exerted by the carriers in their 
propaganda, the commission began 
to give in. Many rate increases 


followed. 
The existing condition, that is the 


country-wide demand for a reduc- 
tion in rates, arose because the rail- 
roads over-played their hand. It 
ean'be corrected if the commission 
goes back to its position prior to 
1914. A drastic reduction in freight 
rates should be ordered by the com- 
mission. The new transportation 
act has failed because so far no at- 
tention has been paid to the clause 
stating that in making rates con- 
sideration must be given to “honest, 
efficient and economical manage- 
ment.” Railway labor and railway 
shareholders alike have been hold- 
ing up the public. The war is over. 
It is time for rates to come down. 
If the existing high wages and divi- 
dends cannot be paid under lower 
rates then it is time for the holders 
of railway stocks to hire managers 
who can get operating expenses 


}down or take the consequences. The 


job is up to them.

But the scantiness of 
local stocks for May delivery anda 
transactions designed to even up 


over the week-end brought sharp 


rallies. There was considerable 
support in evidence on the breaks, 
probably due to the firmness of cash 
premiums both here and at the 
ulf. Renewal of reports that 
inneapolis houses were asking for 
bids on No. northern attracted 
little attention as the price asked 
was May price Chicago and that 
grade is deliverable at 8 cents pen- 


alty. It was thought that attempts 
were being made to keep the Minne- 
apolis market weak because of la- 
bor troubles threatening bakers 
with a possible resulting curtai]- 
met of milling in prospect.

One freak which I witnessed was 
a play by Jimmy Slagel, made at 
Waterbury, Conn. Jim was playing 
The bases were full and two 
out. Jim had just reached into his 
hip pocket for his chewing tobacco 
when the batter dove a hard line 
fly to center. He started to jerk 
his hand out of the pocket, and it 
etuck. He jerked and it stuck fast- 
er, and finally he sprinted along, 
leaped and caught the ball with his 
free hand and saved the day. 

Trust is stranger than fiction: but 
a combinagion of the two is either 
grenius or plain lying. according to 
the art with which they are com- 
bined. 


The strangest thine I ever wit- 
nessed on a ball ficltd was in a 
eountry town- game between Hills- 
boro and New Lexington in Ohio 
many years ago.

I was the herd or boob of a 
laugable play in those days. it 
was in a game between Hilisboro 
and Bainbridge at Bainbridge. There 
was one batter we teared greatiy— 
a big fellow named Kendrick, who 
could hit a ball as nard as any man 
l ever saw. Iwo were out and one 
on base when our catcher damaged 
a finger, and the game was stopped 
while he had it tied up. I was 
playing center tield. The day was 
hot, and way out by the foot of a 
hill was a cool, bubbling spring, 
and, being thirsty, I took advantage 
of the delay to run out to get a 
drink. I dranhk.and was starting 
back, when to my horror I[ saw our 
pitcher start to wind up. No one 
had missed me from the position. I 
was racing in half-way to the posi- 
tion when Kendrick hit the ball a 
terriffic smash, and by a _= sharp 
Sprint forward I caught the drive, 
which would have been a home run 
had I been in position. 

Years later, in a game at Silver 
City. I saw the center fielder of the 


Silver City team do the same thing, 


Only he was so farrout he caught 
a home run on the first bounce. 


The worst bonehead plays in base- 
ball usually are brilliantly thought 
out attempts which miscarry. Often 
the most brilliant plays are blunders 
which turn out well. 


Reverting to the lively ball now 
in use and the necessity of standard- 
izing the bal] in .use in organized 
baseball, recalls a trick Jimmy 
Ryan, the famous old outfielder of 
the Chicago Colts, turned. In those 
days the Amerigan association was 
using an extremely lively ball and 
the National league a dead one. The 
standard of the ball was changed 
two bor three times by each in a few 
years. Usually: the balls could be 
ridge presen by the different color- 
ing of the stitches, but not always. 

Ryan got hold of a bunch of live- 
ly balls. and for several weeks, 
while the balis lasted, he amused 
himself by changing balls during 
games. No one ever could discover 
who was throwing livelier balls 
into play, but usually they were 
discovered after several batters had 
hit them and the infielders com- 
menced to kick and the outfielgers’ 
tongues to hang out. 

It was several years afterwards 
that Rvan confessed to me that he 
had turned the trick. On one oc- 
casion he was sitting in the stands 


watching two teams play when a 


foul came in. He threw out a lively 
ball which he had been carrying. 
and two lIong hits followed before it 
was fouled out of plav. The change 
in the ball even during that brief 
interval probably alter@d the entire 
game, and the incident shows what 
it is possible to do with balls of 
varying resiliencv. in case any one 
desires to gain a hit of advantage. 

And, from experience, I would say 
that two or three people we know 
in baseball would not hesitate to 
turn a trick—and consider it a good 
and legitimate trick: The thing for 
organized baseball to do is to make 
the balls absolitely uniform, agree 
upon the standard and stick to jt. 
There will be slight variations.due 
to wed r; Storage. etc., but not 
enough}to affect the liveliness of 
the ball’ to anv great extent.

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American Golfers Stand Chance 
Of Winning in Great Britain; 
Edgren Discusses Bobby Jones 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

The United States is going to have 
a strong army of golfers, both ama- 
teur and professional, in the Brit- 
ish open championships this year. 
Formerly a few individuals went 
oves, and they were lost in the mass 
of competition. This time Chick 
Evans, Bobby Jones, Francis Oul- 
met, Oswald Kirkby, Davison Her- 
ron, W. C. Fownes, Jr., Paul Hun- 
ter, J. Wood Platt, Parker Whitte- 
more, Max Marsto, F. C. Newton, 
Fred Wright and a few more will 
try to make it interesting for the 
English champions. 

Walter J. Travis, former Ameri- 
can champion and only American 
who ever went to England and won 
the British open, has: slipped a lit- 
tle back from the championship 
class, but his performances are still 
remembered in Bngland. 
Travis won at Sandwich in 1904 he 
used a Schenectady putter, and the 
Englishmen, unable to understand 
how an American golfer could pos- 
sibly compete with the British 
sharps in the ancient Scottish game, 
pounced on the putter as an alibi 
and forever barred it, 

A Strong Team. 

We have sent over a 
dividual players since Travis’ time, 
but never such a strong and we!! 
balanced team. QOuimet went over 
once, and Evans once, and both fail- 
ed to pass the second round. Last 
year, when England had lost many 
of her best golfers through the war, 
and Americans were too busy to 
think much about golf. only five 
Americans went over. Bob Gard- 


ner reached the final match, and 
carried the English champion, Cyril 
Toiiey, along to the 37th hole be- 
fore being put out. This encour- 
aged the United States Golf asso- 
ciation to send over a well organiz- 
ed team. this ear. 

Chick Evans, national champion, 
is One Of the Stars of the team. 
Evans has been a contender among 
the champions for ten years. «When 
a small boy he lived across the 
road from the Edgewater Golf club, 
near Chicago. He -began playing 
with an iron. 

Some Placing: 

For a long time he practiced ap- 
proaches by having a caddy, wear- 
ing a baseball catcher's glove, sta- 
tioned on the green. Evans became 
fo skilful that he could drop every 
pitched shot into the caddie’s glove 
without making him step after the 
ball. He started short pitches and 
Sradually increased the |. distance. 
Today Evans is recognized as the 
— player of iron shots in* Amer- 
Ca. 

When Evans began playing in the 
big matches and going after cham- 
Jionships, luck passed him by for 
a long time. 

Under the strain his game went 
off and his opponents nosed him 
out. In 1916 he won the national 
open championship, the first na- 
tiona] he won. <A few weeks later 
he won the national amateur at 
Philadelphia. He is the only Amer- 
ican golfer who ever won both titles 
in the same year. He repeated last 
year by winning the nationa] ama- 
teur the second time. 

For a long time Chick Evans was 
a nervous putter, seeming unable to 
put with the confidence shown In 
other departments of his game. Last 
year he played a lot of golf with 
“Snake’ 'Amés, the famous old-time 
Princeton football player, who jis an 
expert golfer. Ames made a pecu- 
llar putter, shaped like a stirrup. for 
Evans, and Chick used it with re- 
markable results. This putter. will 
be barred in England. where I[nno- 
vations are not wanted. 

After seeing Evans and Jones play 
last.vyear Harry Vardon. the creat 
English player, said that if he was 
a betting man he'd risk a good bet 
on the Americans to earry off the 
British open this season. 

Willlam C. Fownes. team <¢aptain. 
is a Pittsburg stee! millionaire and 
a great golfer. holder of the Amerit- 
can national amateur title in 1909. 

Cencerning Bobby. 

Many think that Bobby Jones, of 
Atianta, is the greatest amateur 
olfer in America, and that he is 
kely to win tn England. Jones 
is now nineteen. and a splendidly 
developed athlete from playing golf 
Since he was & small] boy. 

Jones’ home was near the East 
Lake Golf club course. Born in 
Atlanta, he was a sickly boy, and 
the doctors ‘advised his parents to 
“turn him out for air.” He was 
“turned out” on the golf course. and 
Stewart Maiden, a little Scetch pro- 
fessional at the.club. took charce 
of him and taught him the rudi- 
ments of the game. Jones never was 
a caddie. 

Stewart Maiden says he “only 
showed Bobbie a few strokes.” And 
Jones developed his own styie of 
lay. The result was good. for Jones 
s now sald to hate a form as near 
perfect as ever seen on any course, 
and Harry Vardon said last year

that Jones’ style is the best he ever 
saw in this country. 

Jones played his first national 
amateur in 1916 at Marion, near 
Philadelphia. He was a cocky, con- 
fident youngster. In one of the 
early rounds, against William 
Fownes, the going was nip and 
tuck unti] in the sixteenth Jones 
sliced his ball into a layer of rocks 
in the rough, in an almost unplay- 
able position. Mr. Fownes banter- 
ingly asked him if he was going to 
“pick up.” 

“Pick up nothing,” said Jones, 
and taking his niblick he popped the 
ball out to the green and near the 
hole. He won the match. 

Jones is tall and chunky. Oul- 
met is tall and slim. Evans is of 
medium build. Travis is small and 
thin. It’s hard to pick out a cham- 
pion’s build in golf, 

Used to Break Cjabs. 

Bobby used to be rather Impetuous 
when he was a kid among the cham- 
pions. He had a habit of breaking 
his club over. his knee after making 
a bad shot. He has outgrown that, 
ahd is as steady and cool as any- 
one now. At the national cham- 
pionship, at Oakmont in 1919, Jones 
got to the final and was beaten by 
Dave Herron. This was Herron’s 
home course. Last year Jones got 
to the semi-final at the Engineers’ 
club. Long Island, and Ouimet won. 
Jones and Evans, in 1920, played al- 
most stroke for stroke until Evans 
came through at the finish. Because 
of his brilliant play and increasing 
steadiness Jones is picked as a pos- 
sible winner in England, 

Francis Oulmet became famous at 
Brookline in the national open of 
1913, when he defeated the English- 
men, Vardon and Ray, and won the 
title. At that time he was a tall, 
slim boy, and wasn’t counted ameee 
the championship possibilities unti 
the fina]. match, where he showed 
amazing steadiness as well as skill, 
Playing the English champion off 
his feet. Ouimet hag one rule in 
golf. He says he never knows where 
his opponent's ball is. and never 
watches an opponent's shot. He ccon- 
ecentrates on his own game and 
doesn’t even see the ~ peat ¢ After 
his victory over Vardon and Ray 
someone asked \im if he felt ner- 


vous, 
“Why. no,” he.said, “I didn't even 


know they were in the match. 

As a boy, Ouimet lived across the 
road from the Brookline course. and 
played golf when he should have 
been in school. In fact, he insisted 
upon giving all his time to playing 
golf instead of going to the high 
school. He was a real “golf bug.” 
Often at might his mother used to 
hear him moving around in his 
room, and upon going up to see if 
he was sick, found him practicing 
putts on the carpet. 

The system worked in his case. 
However, Quimet doesn't recommend 
it to other boys. If he had it all 
to do over again, he says, he'd go 
to schoo! first and play golf after-

The requests 
from both institutions met with a 
cordial reception, and the _ club 
women, who worked unceasingly for 
years for the admission of women 
to the university, finally. gaining 
that concession, took occasion to 
emphasize in brief commentaries 
nF | in the resolution itself their 
constant and active interest in the 
advancement of education. * 
Important Resolntions. 

The committee drafting :the reso- 
lutions included Mrs. C. M. Snelling, 
of Athens: Mrs. Walton Purdom, of 
Sparta; Mrs. C. E. Battle, of Colum- 
‘bus; Mrs. J. K. Ottley, of Atlanta; 
Mrs. R,. Ll. Berner, of Macon, and 
they were adopted as follows: 

“The Georgia Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs takes occasion to reas- 
sert the unwavering interest of our 
organization in the well being and 
efficiency of all the institutions 
of learning within our state, and 
at this time especially to indorse 
the efforts to raise funds for bet- 
ter conditions and extended useful- 
ness in the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology at Atlanta, and the univer- 
sity at Athens. All federated club 
women are urged to aid the drives 
for these two purposes by every pos- 
sible means, either as individuals 
or through their organizations.” 

Appreciation of the part women 
can play in the adjustment of eco- 
nomic conditions was voiced in the 
resolution which urged that, be- 
cause “cotton is the dependence and 
the barometer of-the financial con- 
dition of the south,’ and because 
13,090,000 bales in the south are 
unusued at present, the women of 
the federation encourage the use of 
cotton materials and wear cotton 
whenever possible. 

A resolution looking to the prop- 
er care and relief from financial 
worry of disabled soldiers directed 
the sending of letters to all of 
Georgia's congressmen, urging 
speedy action on the compensation 
and relief bills.

Endorsement was also given to an 
act requiring that all persons and 
agencies which place children in 
foster homes secure a license from 
the state board of public welfare. 


Other Resolutions. 


A resolution endorsed an act sub- 
mitting to the people an amend- 
ment to the state constitution 
changing article 6, section 4, to 
take away from the superior courts 
the exclusive jurisdiction over cases 
in which the offender is less than 
16 years of age, and in which the 
custody of a child under 16 is in- 
volved. | 

Endorsement wWas given an act to 
be presented by the general council 
of social agencies providing for the 
creation of a code commission. 

A resolution embodied the sug- 
gestion that the federation in its. 
coming year’s program take defi- 
nite steps to eradicate illiteracy 
from the state. 

Resolutidns of sympathy were 
passed’for Miss Isma Dooly, state 
editor of the federation. in her con- 
tinued and serious illness. 


Legislative Council. 


Prominent in significance among 
the reports to the board was that 
made by Mrs. Robert L. Berner, of 
Macon, in regard to the state legis- 
lative council organized at a meet- 
ing in Atlanta Tuesday. 

At this meeting, which was hela 
at the Atlanta Womar’e club, there 
were representatives present from 
all the women’s organization in 
Georgia which are state organiza- 
tions—the Federation of Women's 
Clubs, the Federation of Business 
and Professional Women’s Clubs. 
League of Women Vtoters, Women’s 
Christian Temperance union, Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution, Daughters of 
the Confederacy, Congress of Moth- 
ers and Parent-Teacher associations 
and King’s Daughters. 

The idea of, the meeting was to 
bring together the legislative com- 
mittees of all\these organizations 
and to form them into one work- 
ing body for thé facilitation of their 
work, the prevention of duplication 
of effort and the strengthening of 
the common purpose of all. 

The resolutions embodying the 
legislative program of each body 
was presented by its representative, 
and it was found that there were 
three movements endorsed by every 
one of the organizations. 

These are censorship of motion 
pictures, appropriation for a wom- 
an’s dormitory at the University of 
Georgia and the removal of women’s 
civil disabilities. 7 

hese three movements were 
therefore selected as the program 
on which the legislative council 
will expend its chief efforts until 
and durihg the approaching meeting 
of the general assembly. 

The idea of the state council is a 
repetition of the national legisla- 
tive council, formed of legislative 
committees from all the national 
women’s organizations, for concert- 
ed effort in regard to federal bills. 

At the initial meetirg, hich 
formed the Georgia council, Mrs. 
Robert L. Berner was made chair- 
man, Mrs. John K. Ottley vice chair- 
man and Mrs. Howard H. McCall 
secretary. There will be no consti- 
tution and by-laws, but rules were 
drafted to take their place. The 
next meeting will be called shortly 
before the convening of the legis- 
lature in June, 

‘Reports were made by Mrs. A. P. 
Brantley, of Blackshear, on the 
movement for recognition of Craw- 
ford W. Long in the hall of fame; 
by Mrs. Albert Thornton, Sr., of At- 
lanta, state chairman: of commu- 
nity service, and by Mrs. A. H. Bren- 
ner on the southeastern conference 
of federated club women, each of 
which movements will be consider- 
ed on he club page in individual 
articles.

The Proceedure. 


The steps that must be taken to 
join the General Federation are 
stated clearly as follows:

“2. Fill blanks, return to the state 
director, with a copy of the club’s 
constitution, with names and ad- 
dresses of all officers, and a check 
for dues. 

“8. What are the dues of the Géen- 
eral Federation of Women’s clubs? 

“Annual dues of clubs of fewer 
than twenty-five members shall be 
$2.50. Clubs numbering ‘twenty-five 
members or more shal] be’ at the 
rate of 10 cents per capita. 

“Annual dues fo: county and city 
federations of women’s clubs with 
a membership of twenty clubs or 
fewer) at the rate of $5; with a 
membership of twenty-five clubs— 
at the rate of 25 cents per club. 

“4. Does membership entitle a club 
to representation? 

“Bach federated club or kindred 
organization of 100 members or few- 
er shall be entitled te be represent- 
ed by one delegate. For a member- 
ship of 200 members—two delegates, 
and for each additional 200 mem- 
bers—one additional djelegate.—By- 
laws!

today and has always stood, as fa- 
voring education. We have always 
advocated and worked for educa- 
tion and development, and as this 
proposed bill is for more general 
education and provides more effici- 
ent means of obtaining same, it was 
but natural for the D. A. R. to give 
its hearty endorsement. 

have in the cabinet of the 
president a secretary of the interior, 
a secretary of the treasury, a secre- 
tary of war, a secretary of the 
navy, a secretary of commerce. Then 
why not a secretary of education, 
which, in the light of recent years— 
the war and its reconstruction 
period—is equal if not greater in 
importance than other sécretary- 
ships. There is a general nation- 
wide awakening for the cause of 
education, for it is recognized that 
the very life of the republic de- 
pends upon the better education and 
Americanization of the .masses as 
the best antidote 
treason and crime. 

Sections of Towner Bills 

There is no reason why the cause 
of education should become cen- 
tralized because of federal aid. In- 
deed it would seem the contrary as 
shown by this bill which proposes 
expansion. The Towner bill as it is 
now before congress is most liberal 
and state co-operating. The entire 
bill appears to be most desirable in 
all respects, Sections seven, eight 
and nine convey the idea herein ex- 
pressed. These gections are as fol- 
lows: 

*‘In order to encourage the states to re- 
move illiteracy $7,500,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, is authorized to 
be appropriated annually for the instruc- 
tion of illiterates 14 years of age and over. 
Said sum shall be apportioned to the states 
which qualify under .the provisions of this 
act in the proportroris which their respec- 
tive illiterate population 14 years of age 
and, over, not including foreign-born ijlit- 
erates, bear to such total illiterate popula- 
tion of the United States, not including out-

All 
funds apportioned to a state for the re- 
moval of illiteracy shall be distributed and

PAY FOR PRISONERS, 

A new policy is to be inaugu- 
rated at the federal prison where- 
by the prison laborers will receive 
pay for their work. 

Under Warden Zerbst’s efficient 
administration the Atlanta federal 
prison has become - nationally fa- 
mous for its progresstye, scientific 
and humane management; and this 
new departure of giving prison in- 
mates a share in the profits accru- 
ing from their dabor fits admirably 


into the general policy under 


‘which the institution is conducted. 


prison reform stress the desira- 
bility of removing from prison en- 
vironment everything possibile that | 
tends to’ lead the prisoner to lose 
his self-respect,” for “when that 
element is gone from one’s charac- 
ter the hope of reform is the more 
remote.” 


The Atlanta prison is being con- 
ducted in accord with that theory; 
and, having done away with bru- 
tality and debasing environment 
as much as possible, it will now 
try the experiment of rewarding 
its inmate-workers on a basis that 
will yield fronf, say, $2.50 to $3 a 
week, for what they do. 

This money will accumulate to 
the prisoner’s credit, so that, if 
necessary, he may be able to con- 
tribute to the support of depend- 
ents while paying his debt to the 
law: and when his term is served 
he may have a little “nest-egg” to 
bolster him and with which to 
enable him to restore himself to a 
useful place in society. 

The experiment is timely, and it 
will be watched with interest.

Humane Treatment of

Modern experts in prison reform 
stress the desirability of removing 
from prison environment’ every- 
thing possible that tends to lead 
the prisoner to lose his self-respect, 
When that element is gone from 
one’s character, the hope of reform 
is the more remote. 

It was with this thought in mind 
‘that the authorities of the Mary- 
land penitentiary have made twe 
notable new rules. One is the abo- 
lition of the lash and the other the 
elimination of the term “convict” 
from prison phraseology and the 
substitution of the term “inmate” 


that -ulti« : 
mately we shall ratify the treaty 7? 
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In principle the plan is right, 
|and it is in accord with the theory 
of modern penology. 

There was a time when prisons 
were considered only as _ institu- 
tions in which to confine and to 
punish offenders against law, but 
that is an archaic idea that is fast 
being abandoned. 

The modern and scientific policy 
governing institutions of this char- 
acter is predicated upon an en- 
tirely different theory—the theory 
that a prison is a place for the 
reformation of men and women, 
not.simply an institution in which 
to restrain and punish them. 

That is the policy that Mr. 
Zerbst has pursued as a prison 
warden, and the results he has ob- 
tained by his treatment of prison 
inmate as human beings—by his 
kind and humane, but none-the- 
less rigid, methods of prison dis- 
cipline, and by his continuous ef: 
forts, to inspire the wrongdoer 
with higher ideals of citizenship 
and with hope—speak for them- 
selves. 

It has given the Atlanta prison 
the reputation of being one of the 
best-governed prisons in the world, 
and, in point of discipline and 
wholesome influence upon the 
character of {ts inmates, a model 
for other institutions of its kind. 

Long ago the demoralizing and 
humiliating prison stripes were 
| abandoned in this prison—as they 
since have been in the other fed- 
eral prisons—the debasing and 
cruel lash for the flogging of pris- 
oners has been relegated to the 
limbo of a by-gone day; no phys- 
ical torture of any other form is 
permitted in the Atlanta prison.

Washingon, April 30.—The arrival of May 1, for Europe always a 
date of anxiety, brings more than usual apprehersions this year, for it 
is the day fixed in the treaty of Versailles for the completion of the 
first series of payments by Germany and the adoption of the further 
program which should provide for the liquidation of Germany’s debt 


to her victims of the war. 


The recent German appeal to President 


Harding to act as an umpire and his prompt’ refusal to act in that 


capacity, serve to bring home to the United States the gravity of the | 


situation. 


About the whole subject of reparations there has waged, since the 
moment of the armistice, a battle which shows no sign of abatement, 
- @ battle between the Germans seeking to evade all payment and their 


French creditors seeking restoration for their ruins. 


In addition, a 


hardly less sharp debate has persisted in allied quarters over the 
sum which may be considered reasonable and possible for Germany to 
pay. At this decisive moment, then, perhaps it is worth while briefly 


to review the questions at issue. 
We have, first of all, to note the 


difference between the world war 


and the conflicts of the past. Given 
the im:..ensity of the struggle, its 
length and the corresponding vast- 
ness of the destruction peace, when 
 {t di@ come, revealed instantly the 
‘staggetring fact that there could 
be no adequate reparation by the 
aggressor, that, to put the thing 
bluntly, the Germans while at war 
had wrought havoe and done injury 
far in excess of his capacity to re- 
getore. Whatever happened, on the 
economic side, all the European 
participants in the struggle were 
bound to be losers, irrespective of 
the battlefield decision. 
Bismarck’s Demands. 

By contrast, when after the rela- 
tively brief period .of fighting in 
the Franco-Prussian war Bismarck 
not only annexed Alsace-Lorraine, 
but laid upon France a tribute of 
‘6,000,000 of francs, upwards of 
$1,000,000,000, he obtained for Ger- 
-Many a sum at least twice as large 
as that actually expended by the 
victors in the war, who had no de- 
vastated areas to restore, since the 
war had been fought on French 
soil and such destruction as had 
been incident to the struggle had 
been at the expense of the con- 
qeured. This billion dollars, which 
France had to pay, could be paid

armies remained in occupation of 
the eastern departments of France. 
But in 1919, as contrasted with 
1871, it was patent from the begin- 
ning at the Paris conference that 
it was beyond the power of Ger- 
many to undo all the injury in ma- 
terial things which she had done, 
and that for her to make such par- 
tial payments as were inevitable 
would take many years, at least a 
generation as compared with the 
two years within which France paid 
up. Two facts, then, altogether too 
little appreciated in the United 
States, explain the present problem: 
First, the inability of Germany to 
pay all she should pay, as an ag- 
gresS0or morally and legally boun 
to make good the harm done; ate, 
ond, the inevitable prolongation of 
the partial payment over a pelod 
of at least a generation. 
Frequently in talking with 
Americans about the subject I 
find ‘mpatient protest against the 
idea that the war should be pro- 
longed after peace and repeated 
declarations are made that holding 
a whole people to ransom or sub- 
jecting them to economic slavery 
is a vicious thing in itself, anda 
positive menace to world peace. 
Yet in what other way can France, 
Belgium, Italy receive even a frac- 
tion,of that which justice would as- 
Sign to them?.If the economic 
servitude of the German people 
must last for a generation, will not 
the economic misery of the peoples 
which are the victims of the Ger- 
mah attack last equally long? 
May Demand Bond Issues. 
Now, taking up the question of 
reparations figures, the situation is 
this: At the Paris conference it 
was agreed, and the agreement is 
written into the treaty of Versailles, 


that Germany should pay in kind or 
in gold up«to $5,000,000,000 before 
May 1, 1921. That she should, in 
addition, issue $1,000,000,000 bonds 
to cover Belgian obligations and 
thereafter two further sets of bonds 
of $10,000,000,000 each. Zhus the ac- 
tual sum fixed amounted to $26,000,- 
000,000. But in addition it.was left 
to the allies to demand additional 
bond issues, as they might decide. 
In point of fact, while nominally 
deciding upon a figure of $26,000,- 
000,000 as the sum total of repara- 
tions, .subject to later additions, 
the treaty of Versailles actually 
transferred the whole question of 
the fixatio: of the sum tothe repa- 
rations commiissions, deaving it frée 
to decide upon a sum larger ‘or 
Smaller than the $26,900,000,000 and 
to determine all of /the modalities 
of payment. The ohly thing that 
was fixed definitively was the sum 
of the first payment, that is $5,000.,- 
000,000 in gold or kind before May

Given 42 Years to Pay. 


It was decided by the allies, then, 
that Gernrany should be compelled 


an installment each year, that she 
should meantime pay 5 per cent on 
the capital. Thus her total pay- 
anent over forty-two years would 
be $56,000,000,000 and her average 
yearly payment $1,333,333,333.83. 
This is the sum which Germany re- 
fused to pay at London, thus pre- 
cipitating the crisis which now con- 
tinues and must lead to grave con- 
sequences insythe next few days.. 

But Germany not only refused in 
March to comply with the allied 
demands and undertake to meet the 
payments fixed, but she had also 
failed and has continued to fail to 
meet the one fixed requirement’ of 
the treaty of Versailles, namely, 
that she pay in gold and in kind at, 
least $5,000,000,000 by May 1. On 
this payment she stands in default 
and this default opens the way, 
technically, for allies action, such 
as has long been threatened. 

To be sure Germany claims that 
such surrenders as she has made of 
arms, of colonies and of other 
things have amounted in value to 
the $5,000,000,000, but this asser- 
tion is denied by the reparations, 
commission, on which ,all the allied 
nations are represented. The com- 
mission estimates at less than 
$3,000,000,000 the German payments 
on this account and even the Ger- 
mans have been obliged to scale 
down extravagant claims for their 
payments. 

Thus the whole discussion at the 
juncture which we have now reach- 
ed turns upon the single question 
of the German capacity to pay. 
The Germans at London not only 
declared that they could not pay 
$21,000,000,000, but made proposals 
which were accurately described as 

“ridiculous” by Lloyd-George and 
by all allied statesmen. Indeed the 
German figures were so small as to 
suggest a deliberate intent to flout 
the allies and, as a consequence, the 
frank British policy of moderation, 
the manifest British wish to curb 
the extravagant French claims, was 
paralyzed and France for once saw 
the British prime minister com- 
pelled to follow the French in ac- 
cepting military measures against 
Germany. ? 

Figures in Conflict. 

From the day of the armistice 
to the Present moment the discus- 
sion on the subject of reparations 


has sagged. At Paris the most con- 
flicting figures were presented to 
measure German capacity, one Eng- 
lishman suggested $120,000,000,000, 
another $10,000,000,000. Our own 
American experts ranged from $25,- 
J00,000,000, which is approximately 
the London figure, down ito $12,- 
500,000,000, which more or less co- 
incides with the maximum German 
offer. 

When you have considered all 
the mass of testimony of the ex- 
perts, German and allied alike, you 
are bound to conclude, first, that 
the whole subject is a matter of 
speculation, and, second, that some 
of the most sérious problems in- 
volved concern not German capac- 
ity to pay, but allied capacity to 
absorb payments not made in 
money, but necessarily in goods. 
Even if the whole question were 
submitted to arbitration, granted 
that a neutral tribunal could be 
found, and the whole world is in- 
terested in the matter, pecuniarily 
interested, the decision rendered 
would be largely a guess, for there 
is no possible method of proving in 
advance what German capacity to 
pay is or what allied capacity to 
receive payment may be. 

As to the sum at present fixed, 
all that one can say is that many 
experts, including some American, 
believe that Germany can pay $56,- 
000,000,000 in forty-two years, 
which, as I have emphasized above, 
represents a present or capital 
value of $21,000,000,000. At least 
their evidence is as good as that 
presented by the champions of the 
Germans and by the Germans them- 
selves, nor is it less trustworthy 
than the judgment of experts who 
are less completely influenced Dy 
any nationalistic sentiment or chars 
pathy. 

Only One Aspect. 

But unhappily the financial Is 
only one aspect of the reparations 
discussion, the political is even 
more troublesome. We have first 
to consider the frank determination 
to pay nothing which they can get 
out of paying, a wholly under- 
standable purpose, but one which 
leads to evil consequences, because 
the French are fiscally ruined un- 
less the Germans pay all of the 
$21,000,000,000, which is the Lon- 
don figure and of which, under va- 
rious allied agreements, the French 
share will be About $11,.000,000,000. 

You. may state the case quite ac- 
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j her own profit, 


curately when you say that France 
is ruined if Germany dogs not pay, 
and pay in full. But if Germany 
does pay, and pay in full, then for 
at least a generation she will be in 
economic servitude, men and wom- 
en unborn when Germany attacked 
France im August, }914. will have 
to see the fruits of their labors 
turned over to another nation. At 
London Germany said flatly and de- 
fiantlY, “I won't.” To which 
France replied, for the moment 
with allied approval, “You will and 
you anust,” and allied armies were 
set in motion and a portion of the 
Ruhr region occupied. 

We are, then, face to face with 


the conditions of -war disguised by 
a polite fiction of peace. France, 


with her economic future and her 
present financial solvency at stake, 
demands German .payment in. full, 
up to the sum, agreed upon by all 
the allies in a recent Paris con- 
ference and notified to the Ger- 
mans at the London gathering. 
France possesses a powerful army 
aed all the necessary machinery 
for coercion. If Germany remains 
defiant, then, France can occupy 
all ef the great Ruhr industrial re- 
gion, containing more than half of 
the coal of Germany, and operate 
the vast anufacturing plants to 
as well as employ 
the coal mines to feed her own in- 
dustry and as a basis of political 
and economic barter in Europe. 


Would Avoid Occupation. 
Germany, on her part, refuses to 
meet the,allied terms, but seeks at 
the same time to avoid the French 


eccupation. She faces two possibili- 
ties which in her mind spel! the 
same sort of ruin. To submit to al- 
lied figures mean forty-two years 
of hard labor. to refuse to submit 
méans an occupation of the richest 
industrial district, the prosecution 
of her own industria! life and the 
possible economic and poHtica! dis- 
integration of the empire. In this 
dilemma she has come to the United 
States, after appealing to the Brit- 
ish, In the vain hope that we will 
intervene and save her both from 
the necessity to pay and the dan-

But up to the present moment the

whole problem of German. repara- 


tions has had but one of two solu- 
tions, either. the ruin of France or 
what seems to Germans the almost 
certain ruin of Germany. Not té 
be paid, for France, means national 
collapse. To pay, means for Ger- | 
many, putting her economic future 
in pawn. The world has been ask- 
ed, is now asked again. to decide 
between France and Germany. to 
interpose on behalf of Germany 
means to seal the fate of France, 
for. as I have painted out, upless 
France gets the maximum sum, now 
fixed as German‘ obligation, she is 
financially ruined. 

Of course, if Germany had ever 
given the slightest evidence of an 
intention to pay: anything, except 
under duress, the situation might 


be different. But German tactics 
now are exactly what they were 
in the submarine days, the Germans 
were prepared to promise anything, 
to uSe any and every appeal to neu 
tral prejudice, but they were not 
ready ever to abandon the use of 
the submarine, and they are not 
now ready to pay, to pay anything 
except under pressure, The best 
proof. of their spirit is their steady 
refusal to abide by those portions 
of the treaty of Versailles which di- 
rect German disarmament. Here, 
too, they have consistently evaded. 
deceived, defied. 
At End‘of Patience. 

As for the French, they have come 
to the end of their patience. Finan- 
cial collapse is within sight as a 
consequence of the vast sums France 
has already expended to restore her 
ruins, in advance of any German 
payments. The French have made 
up their minds that the Germans 
will never pay, except under the im- 
mediate and constant pressure of 
force. They have fectinea to be 
made the dupes of “German tactics 
any longer. Their temper is that 
of the United States, after the final 
German submarine blockade of Feb- 
ruary, 1917. . 

What is even more serious is the! 
fact that the French have reached 
a pitch ofdesperation which pre- 
cludes the possibility of effective 
intervention by any country. France 
believes that the rest of the world 
is not ready to make any sacrifice 
for French safety or solvency. If 
Great Britain and the United States 
continue to give a measure of ap- 
parent sympathy to France, each 
is really anxious, in the interests of 
its own economic affairs to restore 
Peace in central Europe and to ob- 
tain this by such reductions in the 
sum total of reparations as may 
placate Germany. 

From the French point of view 
British and even American policy 
seems, upon trial, to aim at restor- 
ing economic peace in the world at 
the expenes of France, who § has 
most to lose by the reduction of 
German reparations. Both we and 
the British signed a treaty at Ver- 
sailles promising to come to the 
aid of France in case of German 
attack in the future, but since we 
have failedj to ratify, the treaty is 
dead. France has wnothing left 
now but her own strong right arm, 
and it is strong, at the moment. 
Therefore, most Frenchmen agree 
that now is the time to act. 

French Not Impressed. 

The German suggestion that the 
United States arbitrate and the 
subliminal suggestion in Mr. 
Hughes’ reply that America was 
ready under certain circumstances 
to mediate left the French, if not 
cold, far from impressed. If the 
United States should mediate, 
should decide that’ Germany .could 
only pay $15,000.000,000 instead of 
$21,000,000,000, would the United 
States, having reduced the sum, 
agree to help to collect the reduced 
total? This was the first French 
inquiry, to which the obvious an- 
swer was that the United States 
would not. 

But there is a second inquiry, 
bound to be made before long, if 
the possibility of American media- 
tion recurs: Europe owes America 
some $11,000,000,000 in loans, which 
will amout to $12,000,000,000 before 
any payment begins. The United 
States has indicated that it will 
not cancel these allied loans. But 
the chief source, the basic security 
for the loans, is the German repa- 
rations account. Suppose we should, 
as mediators, fix the sum of repa- 
rations which Germany could pay at 


ment over iden would lead to 
new crises exactly like those which | 
have disturbed Europe and th 
world for the past two years an 
led to two excursions beyond the 
Rhine, while a third, even more ex- 
tensive, is now preparing. 


Talk of mediation leads to no S0- 
lution, because there is no corre- 
sponding agreement to enforce the 


terms which emerge from such a 
mediation. Neither Great tain 
nor the United States is interested 
in assisting France in enforcing 
any terms by supplying troops to 
assist the French in the occupied 
area. Both the United States ana 
Great Britain are vitally interested 
in closing up the German dispute 
andiu restoring theGerman market 
for their own trade. But both the 
United States and Great Britain 
hold France to pay very large war 
loans and they cannot successfully 
undertake to persuade France to 
reduce her bill against Germany, 
while insisting that she pay them 
every centime, which she has bor- 
rowed, from there. 

In the last analysis, France is not 
going to make concessians which 


will materially reduce her own 
reparations claims, while the sole or 
the major benefit will fall upon her 
own treasury. But if France sets 
out to callect her bill by empley- 
ing her armies, as she can, the 
process will work very great hard- 
ship both to the United States and 
to Great Britain. If the whole ques- 
tion were sent to another interna- 


would be .attained, unless the 
United States and Great Britain 
were prepared to forego some of 
their claims against France to bal- 
ance French reductions of claims 
against Germany. Nor. would any- 
thing be accomplished that way in 
restoring order permanently and 
avoiding new crises unless the 
British and the American govern- 
ments agreed to assist France in

Can’t Delay Action. 
Meantime France, feeling herself 
alone and knowing that she has now 
the power to seize the most valuable 
German industial- districts and pay 


herself out of them, can no longer 
be held back by British and Ameri-

The difficulty with any possible 
compromise lies in the self-evident 
fact that any sum whichis within 
the limits of even remote probabili- 
ty, say even the fifteen billions of 
the conservative American experts 
fs so great that Germany will not 
undertake to pay ’it, save under 
pressure and is bound to seek at 
every future opportunity to avoid 
paying. -Even if the sum were fix- 
ed at $15.000,000.000 it would be a 
matter of a quarter of a century 
before {ft could: possibly be paid in 
full. and througheut that whole 
period you would have the same 
German evasion attempted and the 
samie need of coercive methods on 
the rart of the French. 

nder the treaty of Versailles ai- 
led “troops were to occupy German 
territory for fifteen years, progres- 
sively evacuating districts, pro- 
vided Germany observed the treaty 
provisions.

||\Bad Advertising 


Doing Professional Work for 
Nothing, Not What Peo- 
ple Are After. 


The National Drug Stores cor- 


poration will take no profit on pre- 
scriptions, {s an announcement bla- 


zoned in the columns of the New 
York Times and newspapers located 
in other towns where there are lo- 
cated National D. S. C. stores. The 
query naturally arises, What’s the 
game? Is this a corporation with 


a soul, when experts have always 
declared, even W. J. B. and T. R., 
that corporations are soulless? If 
so, here is a new specimen for the 
Smithsonian Institution! 

As a good @xample of how not 
to conduct a reta drug business 
we know of no suberior. Cutting 
prices on prescriptions, doing pro- 
fessional werk for nothing\by mak- 
ing it a merchandise bait or pull-in 
feature, is the extreme limit of bad 
merchandising, bad taste and bad 
psychology. 

The most ‘capable, level-headed 
druggists cut normdruggist mer- 
chandise and popular “patents” as 
a means of attracting trade and 
preserving and protecting their own 
specialized stock. If druggist 
don’t make profits on goods that 
are essentially their stock-in-trade, 
they are certainly in a bad way. 

Cheapens the Public Estimate. 

Cutting prices on prescriptions or 
working professionally for noth- 
ing, cheapens the public estimate of 
the value of the work. The self- 
respecting, - pay-his-own-way citi- 
citizen wants no free doctor when 
there is serious illness in the home. 
And who wants a free syndicated, 


pestle for him when so much is 
at stake? This “free stuff” de- 
fedts its own purpose unless the 
public is more guillible than we 
think they are. 

Such an’offer is, though, possi- 
bly not intended to be such, an in- 
sult to the feelings of those re- 
sponsible for the care of the sick. 
That expresses the psychology of 
the case. If a person is ill, he en- 
gages the service of a skilled physi- 
cian. Would he, then, be likely to 
have the doctor’s prescription filled 
at a quasi-charity, no-profit dis- 
pensary? 

What’s the Game, Anyhow? 

The query, What’s the game? is 
as yet unanswered, but one guess 
is that it gets its profits on the pre- 
scription work just the same, even 
if not directly. The suggestion 
that the prescription will be filled 
without charge when the sick per- 
son or his sponsor is unable to pay, 
does not wipe out the curse of so 
preposterous an offer, for where is 
there a pharmacist in the honorable 
practice of his profession who has 
not done this very thing year in 
and year out, even if he hasn’t felt 
it necessary to rush into print with 
the announcement? 

This if the story as told by The 
Western Druggist, and it is well 
stated. But in these days of jug- 
gling with the word “profit,” which 
so many would-be merchants are 
guilty of, surely no one can be 
very much fooled.. After all we 
are simply accepting the other fel- 
‘low’s word for his assurance that 
he is doing business for nothing. 
It’s all superheated atmosphere. 
It just naturally isn’t being. done. 
When we think we are getting 
something for nothing—well, we 
don’t get it.

Legislation Against “Dishonest 
Advertising 


BY C. V. HOHENSTEIN, 
Secretary The Advertising Club of Atlanta. 


DVERTISING has become a vi- 
A tal factor with the business 
: and consuming public. It is 
estimated that American business 
invests annually nearly a billion dol- 
lars in all forms of advertising. 
Advertising renders possible pro- 
duction on a large scale, produces 
economies in manufacture, increases 
the demand for advertised products 
and gives greater volume t6 sales. 
It educates the public to desire bet- 
ter things, and raises the standards 
of living. . 

The trend, day by day, is in the 
direction of honesty in _ business 
dealings, not only because it is fun- 
damentally right, but because it 
pays. The elements that make up 
honest business have come to de- 
mand that advertising be truthful, 
because false or misleading state- 
ments.in advertising betray public 
confidence and breed such a distrust 
in all forms of advertising as to 
work a permanent injury to al] hon- 
est enterprises. 

In the very earliest stages of vig- 
ilance work undertaken by The As- 
sociated Advertising Clubs of the 
World and the Better Business bu- 
reaus, to elevate the standards to 
better and cleaner advertising, it 
was found that not all offenders 
were amenable to suggestion and 
persuasion. Quite a few unrelent- 
ing’ and “hard-boiled” offenders 
against the principles of “Truth in 
Advertising” need the strong arm 


of the law to bring them to a réeal- 
ization of what they must do. 


Form of Statute. 
In order to secure uniformity of 
procedure in the passage of laws 
against fraudulent and dishonest ad- 


| vertising. “Printer’s Ink” undertook 


to frame what is now known as a 
“model” statute. This law was pre- 
pared by a member of the New 
York bar who has specialized in 
unfair methods of competition and 
is recognized as an authority on this 
particular subject. The substance 
of the model law is as follows: 
“Any person, firm, corporation or 
association who, with intent to sel] 
or in any wise dispose of merchan- 
dise, securities, service, or anything 
offered by such person, firm, cor- 
poration or association directly or 
indirectly, to the public for sale or 
distribution, or with intent to in- 
crease the consumption thereof, or 
to induce the public in any manner 
to enter into any obligation relat- 
ing thereto, or to acquire title 
thereto, or any interest therein, 
makes, publishes, dissaminates, cir- 
culates, or places bé@fore the public, 
or causes directly or indirectly, to 
be made, published, dissemiaated,

circulated, or placed before the pub- 
lic in this state, in a newspaper or 
other publication or in the form of 
a book, notice, handbill, poster, bill, 
circular, pamphlet, or letter, or in 


any other way, an advertisement of 
any sort regarding merchandise, se- 
curities, service or anything so of- 
fered to the public, which advertise- 
ment contains any assertion, repre- 
sentation or statement of fact which 
iS untrue, deceptive or misleading, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

This act, either verbatim. or in 
substance, has been enacted in at 
least 20 states of the United States, 
while at least 15 others have laws 
the spirit of which is identical with 
this one. 


Law Has Good Effect. 


The law has received the indorse- 
ment of the biggest advertisers and 
advertising associations and agen- 
cies in the country, in addition to 
many national, state and local busi- 
ness men's associations. In every 
in which the law has been 
passed a most wholesome influence 
has been exertéd. The very pres- 
ence of it on the statute books op- 
erates as a police pewer which de- 
ters many who would otherwise fla- 
grantly violate the principle of 
“Truth in Advertising.” In some 
of the states in which the law has 
been in operation for many years, 
it is estimated by those who know 
that the percentage of deliberately 
untruthful and dishonest advertis- 
ing has been cut almost to a neg- 


ligible quantity. In no state where

the law has been tried has any ef- | 
fort ever beem made to repeal or 
modify it. * 

While the power of = criminal 
prosecution is attached to the law, 
it is a remarkable fact that the 
national vigilance committee and 
the better business bureaus have 
resorted to this final expediency } 
only in a comparatively small per- 
centage of cases, when the offense 
was so flagrant as to demand 
drastic action. In all cases where 
the offender could be brought to 
a realization of @is error and in- 
duced to amend his ways, criminal 
prosecution has not been insisted 
on. 

The most remarkable evidence of, 
the value of this kind of legisla- 
tion has rested in connection with 
fake stock promotion schemes. In 
some states which had previously 
suffered losses amounting to many 
millions of dollars, taken from the 
pockets of the salaried people, for 
supposedly safe stock invéstments, 
the promotion of such stock’ in- 
vestment schemes has decreased to 
a point where the benefit to the 
merchants and other legitimate 
businesses of that state are de- 
cidedly apparent. 

There is hardly a question but 
that in a few short years this law, 
or something similar to it wil} be- 
come a part of the statutes of ev- 
ery state !n the United States.

Two things | think the’ govern- 
ment ought to do:

Although a suggestion was made 
by Great Britain’ that all inter- 
allied debts be canceled (a transac- 


tion which would be a-‘loss to her 
and not a gain) we believe there: 
is no sentiment in that country in! 
favor of cancelling its debt to this 
country. The accumulated interest 
should be acded to the principal, 
and fifty-year bonds of the vari- 
ous governments, with proper sink- 
ing funds, bearing a moderate rate 
of interest, tax-free in this country, 
and guaranteed by the United States 
government, should be accepted in 
payment of the debt, and sold in 
this country, or exchanged for a 
Similar amount o£ Liberty loan 
bonds. This would greatly reduce 
our national debt and the interest 
thereon. 


Refund Liberty Leans. ; 
Second—''he balance of our own 
Liberty loan issues should be re- 
funded into an issue of bonds pay- 
able at the optiow of the govern- 
ment, afler twenty years, Dearing 
4 or 4% per cent and tax-free to 
the extent of $5,000,000 in any in- 
dividual holding. This would re- 
lieve the channels of business, par- 
ticularly the Federal Reserve banks, 
by. the tendency it would have to 
drive these bonds into the strong 
boxes of investors, where they be- 
long. It would also put Liberty 
loan bonds to par, and thus keep 
faith with the millions of hard- 
working people who invested in 
them. 

If these two things were accom- 
plished the chief obstacle to the 
improvement of foreign exchange 
and freer intercourse with foreign 
countries would be removed, ana 
money for commercial borrowers 
would, to some extent, at least, 
be made cheaper, which would help 
the business recovery that we are 
all hoping for. 

While some men whose opinions 
are entitled to respect are prophe- 
sying years of poor times, I am nor 


be our experience, At such a time 
as this there are always pessimists 
who cannot see what is ever go- 
ing to happen to cause a recovery, 
but in a long experience 1 thave 
never found that the pessimists 
were right. I have great faith inthe 
recuperative powers of the United 
States of America, and in the con- 
sumptive demands of 107,000,000 of 
Americans. ? 

In many lines, particularly those 
Which were first hit,~and hardest 
hit, orders for goods are now quite 
numerous. They are still small, and 
represent a hand-to-mouth policy on 
the part of the buyers, but urgen- 
cy of shipment is a very noticeable 
and encouraging’ feature .of these 
orders. When a tanner, for ex- 
ample, has an order for 500 pounds 
of leather to be shipped more than 
1.000 miles by express, it is good 
evidence that the purchaser is very 
much in need of that leather. 

Prospective Recovery. 

Business last year was like a 
man delirious with a high fever— 
temperature 105. Then the fever 
broke and the temperature went to 
subnormal—say 95. At the present 
time it has begun to climb back 
to normal, } , 
to normal—perhaps half a derree— 
but normal is 98 1-2—not 105! 

Psycholoby plays an important 
part in all human affairs. If our 
people once make up their minds 
that recovery has set in, its prog- 
ress may. gather a momentum that 
now seems impossible. 

Laiiquidation both in materials and 
wages must be well balanced. Some 
retailers are still trying to get war 
prices, and some laborers are still 
threatening strikes for the main- 
tenance of war-time wages. These 
will have to vield. Generally 
speaking, however, business men 
have taken their medicine, and la- 
boring men have shown a reason- 
able disposition. If all of this re- 
sults in a reduction of the high 
cost of living, and a return to saner 
business ideas the present hard ex- 
periences will not have been an un- 
mixed evil. 

Having fought and financed the 
great war without weakening, this 
country must keep up its courage 
and see the war's results through. 
The greatest needs of the time are 
a spirit of co-operation hetween all 
classes, a recognition that a new 
basis for wages, prices and profits 
must be established, and a hopeful, 
forward-looking disposition on the 
nart of business men and bankers. 
Let us each seek to deserve Brown- 
st Bog fine description of an opti-

N the store operated by depart- 
ments, with sufficient capital 
and patronage to warrant spe- 
cialists to hand?t® each phase of it— 


the buying, the. selling, the credits, 
the advertising, the collection, the 
bookkeeping, etc.—it is much easier 
to systematize than it is in the gen- 
eral- merchandise store located in 
a small town orin thecountry. Here 


éne man is usually the director- 
general, so to speak, of the entire 
business. He buys, passes on credits, 
looks after the advertising, the col- 
lections—in fact has his finger con- 
stantly upon the pulse of the entire 
business. nd because upon one 
man rests so much responsibility, 
it is*of vital importance that the 
business be organized and directed 
bv the most efficient methods that 
can be. devised. 

Today the greatest needs in the 
conduct of a general merchandise 
business in meeting the changing 
conditions are unquestionably, more 
careful buying, better displaying of 
goods, more systematic and force- 
ful advertising, a more accurate 
method of checking sales, a more 
complete system of accounting, and 
last, but not least, greater care in 
extending credit. 

More Careful Buying. 

The prosperity of the past few 
years, when it has been easy to sell 
almost anything, has led many 
business men to buy indiscriminate- 
ly, recklessiy. Careful buying im- 
plies that three elements must be 
given consideration—namely, quan- 
tity, quality and style, 

People are now buying only what 
they need for the present, believing 
this to he no time for buying goods 
to be laid aside for future use. But 
merchants must not be misied by 
this attitude on the part of the 
public into allowing their stocks to 
run too low. People will buy what 
they are looking for when _ ‘they 
find it—and on the other hand they 
can be educated into neglecting 
even their needs when what they 
are looking for is not readily avail- 


able. 

Quantity applies not only to the 
amount of some certain article, but 
to the color and size in this particu- 
lar article. We know of one buyer 
for a store who bought ten dozen 
sweaters for a small trade and of 
the ten dozen six dozen were of the 
same size and color. This was not 
careful buying. Although the 
quantity as a whole was conseryva- 
tive, as applied to color and size it 
was very unwise. Needless to say, 
a large number of sweaters were un- 
sold, not because more people did 
not want sweaters, but because they 
did not want a sweater of the size 
and color in stock. 

Quality is of even greater Im- 
portance than quantity. Once again 
the people are .obsessed with the 
desire to “get their money’s worth” 
and will consider well the quality 


of any material before purchasing 
it. They realize that, likely, they 


will not have so much money to 
spend.as they have had in the past 
and must, therefore, 


make sure that whatever they buy 

will give the service for which it 

is intended. 

The Most for the Money. 
Aside from the good business 

method of it ,it is a moral duty of 


a merchant to give to his patrons 
the best that can be had for the 
money. The profit made on good 
materials can be just as great as

Displaying ef Goods, 


How often do we hear someone

Thus did Elinor Glyn, author of 
“Three, Weeks” and many other suc- 
cessful stories, outline her plans for her 
career in motion pictures when she ar- 
rived at the Lasky Studio in Hollywood, 
Cal., a few months ago. Now that her 
first original photoplay, “The Great 
Moment,” in which Gloria Swanson 
will make her debut as a full-fledged 
Star, is actually being photographed, 
Mme. Glvn’s promise seems about to 
be fulfilled. 

Studied Studio Methods, 

Realizing that it would be impossible 
to achieve her ideal photoplay without 
a thorough study of thé medium by 
which she was to express her thoughts, 
she went to the studio with an open 
mind ready to be convinced, that the 
motion picture was a marvelous indus- 
try or the contrary; ready to be satis- 
fied in her own mind that art and let- 
ters were not being subordinated to 
commercialism. Won to the field of 
motion picture production by Jesse L. 
jLasky, first vice-president of the Fa- 
mous Players-Lasky Corporation, ihe 
company produces Paramount Pictures, 
she began studying production methods 
by inspecting every department of the 
corporation’s big California plant. 

“I must see the actual making of the 
pictures,” she explained, “for I have 
never even peeked into a motion pic- 
ture studio before, and I must see the 
actors in all their grease paint, while 
the photographer turns his camera and 
the director calls out his orders.” 

Watched Stars Werk. 

So she was taken on a tour of the 
big stages. Wallace Reid and his com- 
pany were at work on a big scene in his 
latest starring vehicle, “The Love Spe- 
cial.” The handsome “Wally” was a 


“hold-up-man,” with a real_gun and ev- 
erything. The hold-up was a frame-up 
but that did not detract from the thrills 
it furnished the interested Mme. Glyn. 
She watched every move of the actors— 
Reid, Theodore Roberts, Agnes Ayres, 
Julia Faye and Snitz Edwards—watch- 
ed every move closely. 

Next she saw William De Mille di- 
rect several scenes in his latest pro- 
duction, “What Every Woman Knows,’ 
from Sir James M. Barrie’s play of the 
same name. When Mr. De Mille told 
her that “this was to be Barrie, just as 
closely as we can make it adhere to 
the play,” Mme. Giyn expressed her de- 
light. 

She met Cecil B. De Mille and dis- 
cussed. with him her plans until she no- 
ticed a man emerging from “Scenario 
Row’”’—or “C&eb-ity Row,” as the stu 
dio folk now term it—and forthwith 
she lost all interest in thé conversation. 
A fellow countryman ‘he was—Sir Gil- 
bert Parker—anc their greeting was 
whole-hearted. | 

Won’t Disappoint Public. 

“I am afraid,”she admitted, “that I 
have been very, very ignorant. I always 
thought that a director took his co:n- 
pany out somewhere—wherever ne 
found a scene that seemed to fit—and 
that was all there was to it. I had no 
idea of the great expense, the infinite 
care exercised in specially constructing 
‘sets’ that best show what is wanted. 1 
am here to learn, as quickly and as 
thoroughly as I can. The best that I 
have to g.ve will’ go into the story I 
write. Mr. Lasky impressed me with 
the great opportunity afforded the 
writer for the screen—otherwise I 
would not for ot.e moment have con- 
sidered giving up my other work to 
come all the way from England to 
Southern California. Never have I 
given the public anything but my best, 
and now as f start upon a new work I 
am determined that the public that has 
been so good to me in the past shall not 
be disappointed.” . 

Since her first day in the studio Mme. 
Glyn has attacked her work with a vim

whom she is surrounded.. She is ev- 
erywhere, seemingly, during the day. 
The prop room, the castirg office, the 
drapery and  scene-building shops, tke 
stages—nothing escapes her, nothing as 
avoided which in any way will enhance 
the beauty, perfection and realism of 
her picture.

Some of the questions most often 
asked of a movie studio are here an- 
swered for photoplaygoers who do not 
often see pictures in the making: 

Question: How are snow scenes 
made in Southern California, where 
snow never falls? 

Answer: The filming of “snowless” 
snow scenes is another proof of the 
strides made in tHe art of motion pic- 
tures. ; : 

In several Paramount pictures in 
which city snow scenes have been 
‘shown, the decorative effects have 
been obtained by the use of fine salt. 
This salt is spread out over the ground 
in an even layer. It is piled up in 
corners like rifts and poured over 
window ledges and other projections. 
Several tons of salt are said to have 
been used in some of the biggest snow 
gcenes which have been staged. 

The blizzard is secured by stationing 
a huge contrivance known as a “wind 
machine” and consisting of a power- 
ful motor which spins a large airplane

propellor, in position at the end of the 
street or near the location where the 
blizzard is to take place. This ma- 
chine fans the air in a terrific gale 
past the scene. Snowstorm effects are 
obtained by feeding asbestos flakes 
from a receptacle, above the machine 
into the draft of air. THis produces 
the effectso of flying snow and makes 
the gale regjster, photographically. 


Whenever possible, producers al- 
ways journey to locations where real 
snow scenery is available, but in case 
the scene desired is supposedly in a 
city street, it will be seen that the re- 
sults can be obtained _.- the manner 
above described, right at the studio in 
settings bfilt to suit the peculiar re- 
quirements of the picture, and at a 
great savings in cost and time. Be- 
sides, these imitation sanow scenes have 
been so perfectly staged that experts 
have pronounced them faultless and 
and their genuineness is never ques- 
tioned even by the most blaze film pa- 
tron.

Why They Do It 


Question: Why. does a director take 
a single seene two or three times? 
Why are two or three cameras used at 
times? , 


Answer: For any picture, it is 
necessary that the director make two 
negative exposures of every § scene. 
One of these negatives is shipped 
abroad and prints are made from it 
for the foreign market. The other is 
retained in the United States and 
prints are made therefrom to supply 
the various exchanges, which, in turn, 
supply the exhibitors within their re- 
spective territories. Often, two cam- 
eras are used and then, of course, it 
is necessary to film the scene only 
ence. When a scene is to be taken 
wherein some property is to be broken, 
or when other circumstances, hazard- 
ous or otherwise, make it possihle, or 
more practicable, to make orly one 
exposure several cameras are put on 
the scene so that‘two good ne,atives 
will be assured. The scenes is then 
rehearsed in part, several times before 
it is actually filmed. 

Oft times, however, regardless of the 
number of cameras on a scene, it is 
necessary to take that scene several 
times. This is because some particu- 
lar stunt or difficult result is being 
strived for. The result might be 
achieved on the first effort and then 
again it might not be attained until 
several attempts have been made. The 
only thing the director can do is to 
keep on trying over and over again, 
with at least two cameras recording 
each attempt, so that when the scene 
is finally successfully made, there will 
be two good negatives depicting that

Why They Don’t 


Question: Does a screen company 
rehearse a photoplay before beginning 
production? 

Answer: A photoplay is not re- 
hearsed in its entirety before preduc- 
tion work is begun, as is done in the 
case of a stage play. This is highly 
impracticable and in facet almost im- 
possible. . ; 

Were a company to rehearse the en- 
tire picture before starting actual pro- 
duction, it would mean that almost 
twice the usual time would be con- 
sumed in the making of the picture 
and a great deal more expense than 
is ordinarily required. The company 
in the setting

These 
men who study the stars have that down to such a nice point that they 
foretell the appearance of such heavenly visitations as Halley’s comet 
to the second of the minute of the day of the year. But, when old 
Pons-Winnecke puts in an appearance, from the realm of space be- 
yond finite comprehension, even though he does ignore earth’s semi- 
phores and crashes head-on, the worst that will happen, other scien- 
tists assert, will be the greatest display of fireworks ever seen. A few 
of the superstitious may die of fright or wear out the knees of their 
trousers while supplicating the Power that sends forth and controls 
such celestial wanderers. But eye-strain looking at the spectacle may 
be the worst casualty that could occur. 

But the over-burdening of the wings of the stork seems a cer- 
tainty. Prof. Kirschoff is confident that the influence of certain stars 
will be felt with. an effect as powerful as that the moon exerts on 
the tides. The juxtaposition of Mars and Venus will be mainly re- 
sponsible for the six-year harvest of babies in plurality. But whether 
the position of the stars really is a cause or an effect is hard to 
determine.

HERE is nothing which ee be- 

trays a womans age as the 

conteur of her neck and chin. 

The lines of youth are slender 
and graceful, while these ef age are 
, 00 apt to be fat and stodgy. So when 
you first realize that there will seon 
be two or three chins where there 
should be but one and that your baek 
is no longer flat. it is time to turn 
your attention from the powdering of 
your nose and the Hnes on your face 
to the more important matter of keep- 
ing your neck youthfully slender. 


Feat accumulates, you know, about 
those muscles which receive no exer- 
cise, and only exercise will work it 
off. The neck massage and neck ex- 
ercises which we are describing wil! 
wear away that excess fat whether it 
be under the chin or at the back of 
the neck. 


Before beginning the treatment. it is 
important that you wash your neck 
with warm water and a mild soap and 
dry it theroly. Then rub a bit ef cold 
cream or olive oil on your neck and 
on your hande to prevent irritation. 
Of course, you will take a seat in front 
of your mirror so that you will be able 
to see yourself work. 


First, exercise the muscies at the 
back of your neck, placing your hands 
as shown in the picture. You wil! ob- 
serve that the fingers are held close 
together and the tips ere turned toward 
the center of the back. With a 
firm rotary motion, work outward, 
downward and backward, always push- 
ing the flesh toward the back. After 
a week of this sort of manipulation. 
you should be able to raise the muscie 
from its point of attachment. 

Next work with a rotary motion 
around the excess of fat which you 
have endeavored to shove to the center 
of the back, and finally stroke the 
muscles Outward toward the shou'ders. 

Repeat each exercise twenty times, 


being careful not to work on the spina! 
column. 

So much fer the fat at the back of 
the neck. Now let us come to the 
double chin or the suggestion of one 
which you are trying to work away. 

Firat with the fingers of the right 
hand pressed firmly under your very 
firet chin, work downward and out- 
ward to the left with the same sort of 
rotary motion which you used at the 
back of your neck. With the left hand 
repeat the movements working to the 
right. Then elternate the hands and 
work until you have brought the blood 
well to the eurface. The movements 
must be firm and deep for the fat to 
be worked away. 

In order to counteract the down- 
ward curve of this first movement, tbe 
second is toward the eara as is shown 
by the second illustration. In this 
movement the middie fingers of both 
hands are used to atroke firmly up- 
ward toward the ears while the mus- 
cles about the mouth are held firmly 
enough so as to avoid tines. 

For the third exercise, stretch the 
skin firmly several times toward the 
ears while bot hands are perfderming 
the usual rotary movements. 

These movements should aiso be re- 
peated at least fifteen times. Finish 
by bathing the neck and face with cold 
water and by using an astringent 
lotion. 

After the massage, it will be. well to 
take the ordinary neck exercises which 
are usually found in school calisthenic 
drills. For the benefit of those people 
who have forgotten the schoo) drills, 
we will describe these exercises. 

Begin by tilting the head forward and 
then backward ten times. . Next, 
draw the chin in as far as possible. 
Repeat. Next, turn the face to the 
right as far as possible and then io 
the left. Repeat this also ten times.

Starting 


F you want early flowers, they must 

be started. indoors, providing you 

live in the north. However, not al! 

flowers can.be started indoors, for 
s0me flower plants cannot be moved, 
but must etay where they first start 
to grow. 

The flowers which can be started in- 
doors are pansies, dahlias, astere, nas- 
turtiums, phiox, morning glories. and 
marigolds. 

Procure a wooden box with some 
heles in the bottem to allow any water 
to drain off. The next thing to do is 
to make the soil as nearly like Na- 
ture made hers as ‘s possible. Deep 
down in the soil she always has sand 


or gravel or rocks, so the extra water 
can seep away. “So put some gravel. 
lumps of charcoal] or coal cinders in the 


bottom of the box for drainage pur-’° 


poses. Put in at least one inch. 

If you live where there is a clay soil, 
take some from garden. if it is 
frozen, chop it out and bring it into the 
house to thaw. You will need one-third 
as much as your seéd box wil! hold. 
Take as much humus ag soi] and as 
much sand as gol] and mix them thoroly 
together. When the mixture is fine 
and entirely free from lumps, it is 
ready for the seed box. 

if yours ia a shale soil, you will have 
to sieve all your soil. And when you 
have sieved enough to fill one-third of 
your, box. add humus and sand just as 
above. 

If you are saying “I can’t get any 
sand,’ just go to the grocery or des 
store and ask for @ box of bird grafei. 
If you are saying ‘I can’t get any hu- 
mus. There is nO woods or no manure 
pile where I can get it,’’ then buy it. 

f your florist cannot supply you, he 
may be able to tell you who can. There 
are people, you know, who make it a 
business to gather humus from the val- 
leys. And of course you would not 
say that you cannot get any soil. for 
you know you can get some from your 
florist. 

When you have mixed your soil, sand 
and humus sprinkle it while you stir 
it. You will have to be careful in d»- 
ing this, or you will have a great deai 
of ‘‘mud-pie dough" on hand. Sprinkle 
@ very littl bit of water at a time 
and then allow that to sink in.

Put it will 
not have to be used until the little 
plants begin to appear After vou have 
Placed your box on a window sill in the 
sun, take a towe! or rag, large enough 
to cover the box. wring out in warm 
Water until it does not drip and lay 
it over the box whenever it becomes 
ary.

P ORTH AMERICA’S wickedest city is doomed. 
Tia Juana, Mexico, the scarlet suburban sister of 
Sun Diego, is marked for purgation and deodoriza- 
Once the rival of Port Said and Monte 
Carlo, and even now a beacon that may be seen 
the length of these dry United States, this town 
of unblushing vices will be as pale and as aseptic 
as a Well laundered bath towel if the forces of reform that are 
Stalking it from both sides are successful in their designs. 

Once the government of Lower California was an active 
business partner in the commercialized iniquity of Tia Juana. 
But the old order has changed. Estaben Canto, former gover- 
nor of the peninsular state whose pockets are said to have 
echoed the clank of American gold in Tia Juana, has been 
replaced by Manuel Balarezo; Obregon rules in Mexico City 
and the neighboring republic is feeling generally the effects 
of a new respectability. American approbation is particularly 
wanted just now and the wail against Tia Juana that has been 
going up from San Diego and the state government of Califor- 
nia has brought from Mexican officials promises of a clean-up. 

What this will amount to depends of course upon the 
hitherto mercurial state of Mexican politics. If, when the 
Mexican reformers are through the place is not pure enough 
from an American standpoint American Officials will, no doubt, 
take a whack at it themselves.

In sentencing a man convicted of transporting automobiles 
from Mexico the other day U. S. Judge Oscar Trippet ex- 
claimed: ‘I regret that I can not sentence the city of Tia 
Juana to Hell.” 

This speech is a fair indication of how the usual San 
Diegan feels——officially anyhow. The church-going people of 
these parts are as outraged as the man who buys a piece of 
property and discovers a disorderly house next door. 


Undoubtedly the Federal Government will stiN refrain 
from interfering with local Mexican vices, but it may, as has 
been predicted, so change the passport regulations that 
Americans craving excitement will be prevented from crossing 
over into the Mexican town. Robbed of its American support 
Tia Juana will languish and die. It will no longer be a 
Western Port Said with overtones of Monte Carlo. -It will 
deteriorate into a typical Mexican village—a few low-roofed 
adobe huts, a few publie buildings, a few aimless streets lead- 
ing up to the plaza, with here and there an empty pavilion on 
the outskirts serving as soundless relics of a hectic past. Just 
another Nogales or Agua Prieta. |

Delegates to the vafious eductional meetings to be held in Atlanta 
during Georgia Educational week, May 3-7, ahd Atiahtans will havé an 
opportunity of seeing at the Auditorium-Armory the most complete exhibi- 
tion of school activities ever shown in the south: 

One section of the Auditorium will be tummed isto a veritable toy shop, 
where doll furniture of every description will stand side by side of a great 
top engine, while ships spread their sails regardless of the wind and dolis 
sleep open-eyed during the night and gage at the throng of passersby dur- 


ing the day. 


In another corner of the Auditorium gn automobile garage, complete 
in every detail, will rival in equipment the machiné shop of any national 


automobile concern. 


In still another place in the Auditorium literary gems of the ancient 
Greeks and the best works of the old Romais, now doné by the youtg 
Americans in the form of a chart, show to the astonished publi¢ what the 


youth of this day has studied. 


The Auditorium is vefy large, so there ig space for an up-todate show- 
ing of gingham school dresses and women's lingerie which has been 


arranged in anothef area. 


In this day of courses in home management and balanced méals the 
exhibition would not be complete without a display of cookefy, Which will

Bookkeeping, banking and baking will be shown as a part of the inétruc- 
tion given the students of the local school systems. In addition to this. 
the students of boology will havé a display of dissection to determine if 
the frog who hops across your lawn ih the evenings is more hervots than 


you when you start the operation. 


Every Phase of 
Work Displayed. 


History, so that we may know the 
past in order to judge the future. 
History of every country and peo- 
ple, some part of which each stu- 
dent has labored over, will be on 
display in notebook form and on 
charts. 

Foreign languages and our own 
language will have a large part in 
this hippodrome of learning. 

I merely mention these subjects, 
but from what I, have already seen 
there are a round thousand other 
subjects that I have not touched, 
the scope of the work done by the 
students in Atlanta and Fulton 
county schools. 

Every phase of school life is on 
display—from the day of the six- 
year old Marys and Georges, eager 
to penetrate childhood’s mystery, 
“school,” stand beshfully for the 
first time in the august presence of 
the teacher, until a night in June 
about twelve years later when their 
names are called from a carefully 
prepared list by the sonorous voice 
of some president-of-the-board edu- 
cation and they walk across the 
stage and receive their adiplomas. 
They have reached the 1 toward 
which they have been bending their 
energies for a dozen years. 

The diploma is nothing more or 
less than a sheepskin upon which 
is engraved the name of the school, 
the course of instruction completed, 
and the name of the student com- 
pleting tke course, 

Does a diploma from the Atlanta 
or Fulton school systems mean any- 
thing? Has the course completed 
in ‘order to gain the diploma fitted 
the graduate to wage the every-day 
battles of living? Has it equipped 
him to be self-supporting in the 
event the family bank account is 
not sufficiest to send him to col- 
lege? These questions and many 
other questions pertaining to school 
activities in Atlanta and Fulton 
county will be answered this week 
at the Auditorium. Not only will 
every school in both systems have 
an exhibit, but every class will have 
a part in this silent display of local 
school life. 

School activities outside of school 
will be shown by the unique use of 
charts and posters in conjunction 
with practical demonstration of such 
subjects as sewing, wood work and 
machinery. The use of posters and 
charts has become a most impor- 
tant factor in showing to the un- 
initiated the methods by which vari- 
ous subjects are presented in the 
class rooms. 


Courses Offered at 
Girls’ High. 

The Girls’ High school offers gen- 
eral courses of instruction which 
admit of certain variations to meet 
the needs of the students of varying 
abilities. In addition, it offers spe- 


cial ceurses which prepare for col 


lege, normal achool or homeé-making. 

The course offered afé college 
preparatory, general and hothe é 
nomics, the aim of which is & 
mental, physical and social develop- 
ment of the students. They include 
physical education, home economics, 
science, civics, English, foréigh lan- 
guages, mathematics and student 
actigities. 

Under the head of student activi- 
ties, dramatics, Junior Red Cross, 
writers’ club, alumnae, poster, glee 
club, and, most important, student 
government. 

Much stress is placed by the stu- 
dent body upon the honor system 
and their governing body, a council 
which is elected by the students. 
The council metes out justice in all 
cases where there is an infringe- 
ment of the rules of the school. But 
be it noted here that Miss Jessie 
Muse, principal of this institution, 
has never renounced her right to 
have the “final’’ word in matters of 
discipline and exercises her power 
about the same way that the ecu- 
preme court does—cither confirms 
or reverses the decision of the lower 
court. 

Just how student government 
functions, with the exception of Miss 
Muse’s decisions, will be shown in 
a number of posters prepared by the 
giris. This is one of the best 
worked-out displays of the entire 
exhibit. 

Course in 
Home Making. 

Another interesting class of work 
that will be on exhibition is that 
done by the Junior Red Cross mem- 
bers of the high schools. Members 
of this organisation have completed 
successfully a course in nursing, 
sick room dietetics and hygiene. 
They were awarded certificates by 
the local Red Cross chapter. 

The advantages of physical edu- 
cation and athletics; in fact, all stu- 
dent activities will be shown. 

The progress made in the past 
few years to place “home-making” 
in the class with other sciences will 
be shown in concrete form under 
the home economics exhibit. This 
year every student taking this 
course made the following problems 
in first-year sewing.

One of the problems worked out 
by the girls In the chemistry depart- 
ment reminds me of a couple of 
lines from Omar Khbhayyan:

Although thé problem was done 
in a chemistry class, it pertains to 
the baking of a loaf of bread, which, 
in turn, may come under the head 
of home-making. 

The girls took a few berries, a 
handful of wheat, a litth carbon 
dioxide, salt, ammonia and water and 
produced a “perfect baking powder,” 
which was used in making a perfect 
loaf of bread.

The process of making the baking 
powder will be shown by the stu- 
dents like this. The jug, the first 
container, will contain fermenting 
wine from the berries, the second 
containcr will hold the wheat which 
will supply the starch for the demon- 
stration, while the third container 
will hold the carbon dioxide, salt, 
ammonia and water, the combining 
of which will result in soda. Tar- 
taric crystals are added to the wine, 
and the result is combined with the 
starch and soda and baking powder 
results. 

The botany classes have prepared 
an exhibit of all flowers blooming 
in this section of the country during 
April and May. In addition, seeds 
are shown growing under various 
conditions.

“In the fourth-grade at Lakewood 
Heights school the children are 
studying the making of dolls. This 
ig the first year they have studied 
the making of reel dolis. I will tell 
you about these dolls they are mak- 


ing.

“The very beginning of this study 
is the making,of the mold. This is 
@oné by placing the face of the doil 
that you want to model in a thin 
batter of plaster paris and water. 
When the molds are dry they are 
nardvited to keep them from. aiick- 
ing. Now spread a cloth in the mold 
and pour a mixture of gray ash and 
cork into it. Press it hard or the 
features of the doil will be spoiled. 

“The face of the doll is pulled out 
after it has set Over night. The face 
of the doll is now sewed on and a 
coat Of gine is put on it. Now hang 
it ap to dry. After it is dried two 
coats of white enamel are painted 
over this. 

“Now the doll is nearly finished. 
Our good teacher will now have to 
help ws. We paint his cheeks and 
lips. Then comes the paint for his 
eyes and hair. Now our doll is fin- 
ished except for the making of his 
clothes. 

“Don't you. think that children in 
the fourth grade are smart? They 
have a real honest-to-coodness dll 
made by themselves from the mold 
up. 
“I think the fourth grade doll- 
making will surely be a success if 
they work all the time as they have 
been doing this term.

How Tires 
Are Made. 


One little girl in the fourth) grade 
of a county school made an exhaus- 
tive study of rubber. She decided 
that the rubber industry had made 
automobile tires possible, visited a 
local concern Which manufactures 
tires, made a chart, using real mate- 
rial, and wrote the following story 
to go with the chart which will be 
shown at the Auditorium this week. 

“The carcass is the backbone of 
the tire and consists of a certain 
number of plays of fabric, according 
to the size of the tire, with a layer 
of rubber to hold them together. 

“A friction stock is a rubber 
which is forced into the pores of the 
fabric with a calender machine. The 
coating stock is similar to the fric- 
tion, but instead of being forced into 
the pofes it is laid on the fabric 
over the friction. 

“The cushion stock is gure rubber 
between the cafcass and the breaker 
strips and protects it from damp- 
ness. The tread is the wearing sur 
face which comes in contact with 
the road. 

“In this impfoved pfocess the tire 
is completely built upon an iron core 
and rings of light armor-plate steel, 
which conform exactly te the bead 
of the tire, and extend along the 
side of the tire to the tread are 
placed firml on each side of the 
casing. The tire is placed in a spe- 
cial wrapping machine and wfapped 
with muslin. It is then placed in the 
vuleanizer and vuicanized.
